I was shocked to see that the Bay 
Guardian endorses SF Proposition 
B, the $158 million jail expansion 
bond, on November’s ballot. 

In your endorsement you noted 
that “violent felons and people with 
felony records make up two-thirds 
of the current [jail] population.” 
However, 77 percent of the jail’s 
population are pretrial inmates, 
accused but not convicted of 
felonies. Seventy percent of those 
arrested on felonies in San Francis- 
co have their cases reduced to mis- 
demeanors or dismissed. Why? 
Because a barroom braw] in the Ma- 
rina is typically “counseled and dis- 
missed” by the police, or at worst 
charged as a misdemeanor. In the 
Western Addition, participants in 
barroom brawls are charged with 
felony assault and have to wait for 
weeks or months until their cases 
are dismissed or reduced. 

You also failed to note that Afri- 
can American men are incarcerated 
in San Francisco at 16 times the rate 
of white men, and that San Francis- 
co’s incarceration rate for African 
American men is twice the national 
average. 

It surprised us that with backing 
from such diverse groups as the 
Harvey Milk Club, the Black Lead- 
ership Forum, and the National 
Organization for Women, we did 
not rate even a phone call or a meet- 
ing prior to this endorsement, 
despite the numerous attempts we 
made to contact the Bay Guardian. I 
still urge your readers to cast an 
emphatic no vote on Proposition B.

Supervisors 
scrutinize 
PG&E contracts 


HE CITY’S CONTRACTS with 
Pacific Gas and Electric 
Co., which have drained 
$18 million from City 
Hall since 1988, were challenged 
Oct. 21 by the city’s budget analyst 
and the three members of the Board 
of Supervisors Finance Committee. 

According to Bay Guardian 
analyses of a report by Budget 
Analyst Harvey Rose to the 
Finance Committee (see On Guard, 

10/21/92), the contracts require the 
city to pay PG&E a severe “capaci- 
ty reserve charge” of $373,750 a 
month. 

At the meeting, Anson Moran, 
general manager of Hetch Hetchy, 
told the supervisors for the first 
time that some aspects of the con- 
tracts are up for renegotiation in 
December. He later told the Bay 
Guardian it’s the capacity-reserve 
charge that can be renegotiated. 

The supervisors ordered Moran 
and City Attorney Tom Berliner 
to investigate the city’s bargain- 
ing leverage, alternatives to 
PG&E’s expensive supplemental 
power, and the possibility of drop- 
ping the expensive capacity 
charge. 

“T’m hearing everybody had 
leverage. PG&E had leverage. 
MID/TID had leverage. Everyone 
seems to have leverage,” said 
Supervisor Jim Gonzalez. “When 
does the city have leverage?” 

Bruce Brugmann, editor and 
publisher of the Bay Guardian and 
a longtime advocate of municipal- 
izing PG&E electric services, criti- 
cized Hetch Hetchy’s Moran and 
City Attorney Berliner for “selling 
out the city” with the 1988 con- 
tracts. He said a feasibility study on 
municipalization would give the 
city immediate leverage on every 
front: in negotiating the contracts, 
or better, breaking the contracts; in 
getting decent rates for residents; 
and in stopping PG&E from using 
the city as a “multimillion-dollar 
cash cow.” 

Moran and Berliner, who were 
part of the original negotiating 
team for the city, told the commit- 
tee that their hands had been tied. 
They said threats from then-U.S. 
Rep. Tony Coelho, who represent- 
ed Turlock and Modesto, forced 
them to grant what Supervisors 
Terence Hallinan and Gonzalez 
teferred to at the meeting as “a 
sweetheart deal.” But in the final 
days of contract negotiations, it 
was clear that then-Mayor Dianne 
Feinstein and the City Attorney’s 
Office were essentially defending 
PG&E’s demands. 

“Because we never put things 
out for bid, we don’t know if there 
was a better deal out there,” said 
Moran. “We weren’t convinced 
that there weren’t better deals out 
there,” said Kenny Bruce of the 
Budget Analyst’s Office, who had 
recommended that the city reject 
the contracts, San Jose, for exam- 
ple, he said, was willing to buy 
power without a capacity-reserve 
charge. 

For the last three months, Hetch 
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More than 5,000 runners and walkers raised some

Golden Gate Park. 


Hetchy has been buying cheap sup- 
plemental power from a consor- 
tium of public and private power 
suppliers called Western Systems 
Power Pool (WSPP). In the past, 
Moran has been unwilling to rene- 
gotiate the charge because he says 
he’s not sure there’s another suppli- 
er that could ensure delivery of 
power. 

“Between now and December, 
will I have an option in my pock- 
et?” asked Moran. “I think not.” 

But Supervisor Carole Migden 
ordered Moran to supply the Bud- 
get Analyst’s Office with a list of 
alternatives. 

“If we’re going to go into nego- 
tiation in December,” said Gonza- 
lez, “we’re obligated to the taxpay- 
ets to have some leverage.” 

“You want leverage,” said 
Brugmann, “just say two words to 
PG&E: feasibility study.”

Merchants 
lan vouchers 
or panhandlers 


S SAN FRANCISCANS pre- 
pare to vote next week 
on a measure to crack 
down on “aggressive 
panhandling,” a group of Castro/ 
Market merchants and residents is 
getting ready to launch a more pos- 
itive response to panhandlers in 
their neighborhood. Before 
Thanksgiving the group plans to be 
operating a program through which 





people can purchase vouchers to 
give to panhandlers instead of 
change. 

These vouchers will be 
redeemable for food, transporta- 
tion, laundry, and other services, 
but may not be used for alcohol or 
tobacco. The project is called “Cas- 
tro/ Market Cares,” modeled after 
the “Berkeley Cares” program 
implemented a year ago. 

Barry Hermanson, owner of 
Hermanson’s Employment Ser- 
vices on 14th Street and secretary 
of Merchants of Upper Market, told 
the Bay Guardian he got the idea of 
starting “Castro/Market Cares” 
when he heard about the Berkeley 
program. “Yes, it can be bad for 
business if a person’s passed out on 
your doorstep,” he said. “But we 
also wanted to show that we’re not 
all Scrooges.” 

The initial response has been 
good, Hermanson said. Many mer- 
chants have agreed to sell the 
vouchers: Others, like the Dolores 
Street Community Center, have 
volunteered to help sponsor promo- 
tional costs. 

Brian Boyd, of the San Francis- 
co Homeless Task Force, formerly 
homeless himself, told the Bay 
Guardian he was skeptical about 
how much such a program would 
help. Handouts alone will not be 
enough to make the project work, 
he said. “There is plenty of food 
dumped every day in San Francis- 
co. Jobs are what homeless people 
need.” 

But according to Michael 
Daniels, founding member of 
“Berkeley Cares” and project direc- 
tor for the Jobs for the Homeless 
Consortium, the voucher program 
is not designed to be a solution to 
homelessness. The idea is to make 
an effort to improve conditions for 
needy people. The program has 
improved relations between street 
people and other Berkeley resi- 
dents, Daniels said: “There are 
friendlier relations on the streets.... 
We’ ve seen a reduction of aggres- 
sive panhandling.”

F THE SAN FRANCISCO Police 
Department doesn’t give com- 
munity groups a major role in 
choosing a new police chief, 

will it really commit itself to a com- 

munity-based style of policing? 

Some activists were wondering 
just that after Mayor Frank Jordan 
announced he would soon picka 
“short list” of candidates, just a 
week after holding a meeting with 
community groups to discuss 
police-chief selection. 

Participants emerged from the 
Oct. 16 meeting sounding opti- 
mistic that the mayor understood 
the need for improved, sustained 
community input in the selection of 
the new chief. 

“| think his original intent was 
that this one meeting would be the 
community input,” said Diane Chin 
of the SF Lawyers Committee on 
Urban Affairs. “But everyone 
repeated that there was no way that 
one meeting would be sufficient.” 
Con Johnson, president of the black 
police group Officers for Justice, 
said: “I think the mayor gave seri- 
ous thought to taking a different 
approach, rather than just listening 
to his selection committee.” 

At the meeting, according to 
Gerard Koskovich of Bad Cop/No 
Donut, “people said, “Your 10-day 
search was a joke.’ ” 

“If there was going to be a seri- 
ous commitment [to opening up the 
process], the application period 
would have been more than 10 
days,” said John Crew of the 
ACLU’s Police Practices Project. 
“They told us that they used their 
contacts to get the word out. This is 
exactly the old-boy network which 
has been so roundly criticized.” 

Crew said he was concemed 
about the selection process because 
it seems “completely inconsistent 
with the ideas of community polic- 
ing.”

Panel to 
study state 
Indian tribes 


FTER INSISTING that it be 

watered down drastical- 

ly from its original 

form, President Bush 
on Oct. 14 signed the Advisory 
Council on California Indian Poli- 
cy Act of 1992. 

The bill was first introduced in 
1990 by U.S. Rep. George Miller 
(D-Richmond), as the California 
Tribal Status Act. It called for far- 
reaching reforms of California 
Indian policy, granting official 
federal recognition to some tribes 
and restoring tribal status to others 
whose status has been “terminat- 
ed.” (See “Taking It Back,” 
10/7/92.) 

Without official recognition, 
tribes cannot protect their 
sovereignty and gain access to fed- 
eral funding and service. The 1990 
bill also established and funded a 
$5 million federal commission to 
study policies and programs 
affecting California Indians. 

By the time the bill reached 
Bush’s desk it had undergone so 
many revisions in Congress that 
its name was changed to reflect 
them, said Daniel Weiss, spokes- 
person for the House Interior and 
Insular Affairs Committee. 

All provisions for recognizing 
specific tribes were removed, and 
the commission budget was 
reduced to $700,000, Weiss said. 
He said the commission, named 
the Advisory Council on Califor- 
nia Indian Policy, will be com- 
posed of 14 voting delegates from 
both federally recognized and 
unacknowledged California 
tribes, and two non-voting mem- 
bers from the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs (BIA) and the Indian 
Health Service. The group will 
research policies affecting Cali- 
fornia Indians and study Indian 
census data. 

Both Weiss and Allogan Sla- 
gle, Federal Acknowledgement 
Project director for the Associa- 
tion on Indian Affairs, said the 
revisions were made to please the 
Bush administration. “The 
administration swore up and 
down that they’d veto it, [and 
now] they’ve come very close to 
eviscerating it,” said Slagle. 

Bush, in an Oct. 15 press 
release, said he opposed the 
establishment of a tribal recogni- 
tion process for California Indi- 
ans because “in 1978 the Depart- 
ment of the Interior established 
the Federal Acknowledgement 
Process to ensure that all petitions 
for recognition as a federally rec- 
ognized tribe would be evaluated 
in an objective and uniform man- 
ner.... Ido not ... support the 


establishment of separate recog- 
nition procedures.” 

Slagle pointed out that John 
Shappard, the author of the Feder- 
al Acknowledgement Process, 
now admits it doesn’t work. Its 
regulations are so restrictive, Sla- 
gle said, that even the Navajo 
would be denied tribal status if 
they were to apply for it today. 

While the new legislation, as 
it stands, does nothing to reform 
the tribal-recognition process, 
said Slagle, it signals a Congress 
more committed to Indian rights. 
He said he agreed with the state- 
ment written by Sen. Daniel 
Inouye (D-Hawaii), chair of the 
Select Committee on Indian 
Affairs, that “the passage of 
HR 2144 [the new law] marks 
an important first step.”

Mission District 
residents 
protest curfew 


T A SPECIAL MEETING of 

the Mayor’s Task 

Force on the Mission 

(MTEM) Oct. 26, frus- 
trated community residents 
denounced existing curfew laws 
as useless at dealing with the 
problem of street gangs, and 
blasted city officials for ignoring 
the problems of the Latino com- 
munity in the Mission. 

“The task force has not yet 
come to an official position on 
the curfew,” said Frank Lopez, 
MTFM co-chair, who moderated 
a discussion by a panel of 
“experts” that included police, 
community, and civil-rights- 
group representatives. The public 
meeting is one of several MTFM 
will hold before it makes its rec- 
ommendation to Mayor Frank 
Jordan on whether to keep or 
tepeal the existing curfew, which 
prohibits children under 14 from 
being out between midnight and 
5 a.m. 

During the testimony, it 
became clear that few on the pan- 
el, including the police officers, 
felt that a curfew, or any form of 
increased law enforcement, was 
the answer to the problems that 
plague that community. 

“Never in my life have I seen 
that a curfew solved anything,” 
said Christina Gutierrez, chair of 
MTFM’s Youth Education and 
Recreation Committee. Gutierrez 
said she had emigrated from a 
country with unending military 
curfews. “Is a curfew going to 
bring employment for our people, 
decent housing and recreation to 
our children?” she asked. 

Police Sgt. Steve Johnson 


ON GUARD 


agreed the curfew was not the 
answer but said it is a useful tool. 
“It helps protect children from 
themselves,” said his partner, 
Officer Mario Delgadillo of the 
San Francisco Gang Task Force. 
“Tt puts them somewhere where 
they don’t hurt themselves or oth- 
ers, 

“We can give you the order, 
police officer, to lock up our 
kids,” said Mitch Salazar, execu- 
tive director of Real Alternatives 
Program. “But that is a real Band- 
Aid approach to our problems. 
And I would hope there is more 
vision in this room to deal with 
this problem.” 

“We oppose the notion of cur- 
few laws,” said Al Schlosser, a 


lawyer with the American Civil 
Liberties Union. “There are laws 
in the books that allow police to 
pick up kids involved in criminal 
activity. [A curfew] is going to be 
selective enforcement. It’s not 
going to be enforced in Pacific 
Heights, it’s going to be enforced 
on minority kids in the Mission.” 
MTFM vice chair Hilda Bern- 
stein was one of a few speakers to 
demand that Jordan make law 
enforcement in the Mission a 
higher priority. In a prepared 
statement, she noted: “During any 
given 24 hours, there are typically 
only 51 officers. Unless one is in 
the process of being murdered, 
raped or otherwise assaulted, the 
crime is ‘low-priority’ and police 


response is unlikely.” 

In one of the most emotional 
moments of the evening, Carmen 
Olivares, a Mission resident and 
member of Padres Unidos Contra 
la Violencia [Parents United 
Against Violence], went up to the 
microphone, turned her back to 
the panel, and spoke to the audi- 
ence. 

Many mothers and fathers in 
the Mission work multiple jobs, 
Olivares pointed out. They can’t 
afford care for their kids while 
they’re at work, but they pay taxes 
— “and the best [the city] can do 
is a curfew. I mean, our jails are 
already filled with our people.”

NHIS DEFINITIVE Kennedy conspiracy book, On the 

Trail of the Assassins, the late Jim Garrison 

described a long series of strange attempts by 

strange people to set him up for a political fall and 
discredit his efforts to bring the president’s true killers to 
justice. 

My favorite was the airport-bathroom gambit, a com- 
plex plot hatched over many months across several 
states with a startling cast of characters. It all hinged on 
Garrison’s unusual habit of passing the time between 
connecting airline flights locked in a stall in the nearest 
men’s room, sitting fully clothed on the toilet seat and 
reading a good book. It was peaceful and quiet in there, 
he said. 

But shortly after Garrison got into the Kennedy case, 
somebody from the shadowy world of the CIA, the anti- 
Castro Cubans, Lyndon Johnson, and the mob discov- 
ered Garrison’s private inclination, and hatched a plan to 
trap him in a sex-crime sting. 

A lot of people still don’t believe Garrison’s story, 
any more than they believe that the director of the New 
Orleans Trade Mart, a respected businessman named 
Clay Shaw, was really the mastermind of what Garrison 
called a paramilitary coup that took place in Dallas in 
1963. 

And if you’re one of those people, you probably 
laughed when Ross Perot went on 60 Minutes Sunday 
night and started babbling about wiretaps on his office 
phones, electronic interference with his stock transac- 
tions, and a high-tech plot to send embarrassing, digital- 
ly altered photos of his daughter to the newspapers just 
before her wedding day. 

I didn’t. 


DEEP DOO DOO 

Garrison, a former criminal defense lawyer who was 
investigating the Kennedy conspiracy as the New 
Orleans district attorney, said he first became suspicious 
of a plot against him when he started getting calls at his 
unlisted home phone from a law client he had represent- 
ed many years earlier on some sort of lewd behavior 
charge. The man would ramble incoherently for a few 
minutes, Garrison wrote, then randomly hang up. 

It turned out that the guy had moved to another state 
and was living in a city where a flight Garrison was tak- 
ing in several weeks would be making a short layover. 
And when the D.A. sat down in his peaceful stall, the 
man suddenly showed up, yanked open the door and 
began making sexual advances. Instantly, local authori- 
ties burst onto the scene with cameras, and charged Gar- 
rison with attempting to commit public sodomy. 

_ Garrison insisted he had no idea what his old client 
was doing in the bathroom, but the cops were able to get 
Garrison’s home phone records — and bingo: Several 
late-night calls turned up connecting Garrison to the 
same man, just a few weeks before the fateful trip. 

Garrison eventually beat the rap, but (of course) the 
scandal hit just as he was up for re-election, and (of 
course) it cost him his job. It also, of course, ended the 
prosecution of the Kennedy assassins. Amazing. 

Let’s face it: Perot, who just flushed his political 
career down the airport toilet, and Garrison, who died 
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last week, were both half a bubble off plumb. But they 
also played in some high and wild games, where nothing 
is quite what it seems and everyone is out to get you, 
maybe for something you don’t even know you did. 

I can’t explain what that guy was doing in Garrison’s 
bathroom stall, and I don’t know whether somebody 
from the Bush campaign was going to give the National 
Enquirer photos of lesbian sex scenes involving Ross 
Perot’s darling daughter. I must admit, it all seems a bit 
peculiar. 

But I think what Perot and Garrison were trying to 
tell us is that shit like this really happens sometimes. 
And once you get that part straight, the details don’t 
matter much. 


THE CRACKPOT 


Since I love this sort of thing, I can’t help pointing out a 
crucial element of the Daughtergate conspiracy that 
hasn’t yet come to light. The whole thing was so lame- 
brained and wacky that it’s hard to believe anyone 
would actually carry it out, but that’s the real beauty of 
the thing: The plot didn’t actually have to exist to work. 
Ross Perot just had to believe it. 

Let’s assume one of Perot’s opponents (maybe the 
Clinton or Bush campaign, maybe someone else) was 
behind the sordid scheme, and the goal was to knock 
Perot out of the race. Anyone serious enough to see 
through the gambit would realize that the initial threat 
might fail: Perot is a tough character and he doesn’t 
scare easily. For all anyone knew, he might have told his 
daughter to buck up, circled the wagons around the old 
homestead, and let the character assassins do their worst. 

But he’d never be able to keep the story to himself. At 
some point, if Perot was convinced a conspiracy was 
afoot, he would have to start talking about it — and as 
soon as he did, the whole world would decide he was a 
crackpot. At that point, it wouldn’t matter whether he 
stayed in the race or not; nobody would take him seri- 
ously anymore. 

The more bizarre the alleged plot, the easier it would 
be to ridicule Perot’s claims, and the better the whole 
thing would work. Could the Bush campaign have 
devised that strategy? Of course. So could the Clinton 
campaign. So could quite a few others who might want 
to monkey with the outcome of the election. So could a 
small army of weirdos who like to make random trouble, 
for reasons none of us will ever truly understand. 

Perot was a perfect mark who would fall for the sting 
in a second. That’s why no true paranoid is ever really 
safe in this world. 

In the end, though, the Perot perplex is largely a 
sideshow. The real conspiracy is happening in the back 
rooms where network pollsters and political consultants 
are figuring out how to manipulate the popular vote and 
rig the Electoral College. There’s only one way to sur- 
vive, and that’s to fight back. 

Lie to the exit pollsters. Vote early and often — this 
week if you can, before all the last-minute propaganda 
hits. (Anyone can stop by the Registrar’s Office during 
working hours and fill out a ballot.) In the meantime, 
throw out all your political mail immediately, without 
reading a word of it.

Sicily 
An Island For All Seasons 


An island to visit, to savor, fo enjoy, Sicily has spectacular scenery and a 
special charm, not to mention classical remains that are as awe-inspiring as anything 
to be seen in Greece or Rome. And the visitor can relax in Sicily, where everyone 
— treats tourists with respect. On the largest island in the Mediterranean, where 
the countless upstanding people of Sicily will go out of their way to show visitors 
just how helpful and hospitable they can be. 

Among the pleasures of the island are a climate that makes travel pleasant 
even in the winter months, when other parts of Italy and Europe are shivering with 
cold. Sunbathing on Palermo’s beaches is a happy way to celebrate New Year's 
Day, and the glory of a valley full of almond trees in bloom makes February a 
heady sight in Agrigento. Even in the summer, the heights of Taormina, Mount 
Etna, Enna and Erice offer cool breezes and striking panoramas. In the spring the 
island is at its greenest, with wildflowers in full bloom and jasmine perfuming the 
air. In the fall the air is slightly effervescent; it is just cool enough to make raking 
pleasant, but the sun can still gently toast you to a golden tan. 

The island's capital, Pedorties is a fascinating blend of old and new, proud 
and flamboyant; it vaunts a wealth of artistic and architectural treasures, as well 
as some very smart modern shopping streets and the most vivacious street market 
in Italy, the Vucciria. In Monreale, a small town in the hills above Palermo, shim- 
mering gold mosaics sheathe the walls of a massive Norman cathedral. At the 
foot ai rocky rampart on the island’s scenic north coast, the medieval cathedral 
of Cefalu has mosaics to rival those of Monreale. In the sea off the little port of 
Milazzo, which is guarded by a picturesque castle, the seven Aeolian islands are 
a cluster of volcanoes — some still active — that are exclusive vacation retreats, 
known for their rugged rock formations, crystal-clear waters and dramatic beauty. 

The largest volcano in Europe, Mount Etna looms over verdant orchards 
and vineyards between Catania and the modern port city of Messina. The flow- 
ered terraces of charming Taormina afford impressive views of this majestic, 
smoke-spewing mountain. Taormina is a delightful medieval town perched high 
above the coast; it is Sicily’s most fashionable resort, and it is a lively place all 
year round. At the foot of Mount Eina’s vast and fertile lower slopes, the city of 
Catania is rich in graceful Baroque palaces and churches built in dark lava stone. 
Inland, on the plain of Catania, acres and acres of lush citrus groves stretch, 
bright with the fruit of orange and lemon trees and redolent of their blossoms. 

The inland areas of the northeast and north-central Sicily are blanketed 
with mountains, dotted here and there with formidable castles, crumbling fortifica- 
tions and picturesque hill towns. Roughly at the center of the island are the noble 
old cities of Enna and Caltanisetta, where the atmosphere of the Sicilian heartland 
is at its most authentic. One of the stellar attractions of the town is the ancient 
Roman villa of Casale, outside the town of Piazza Armerina, where beautiful 
mosaic pavements are remarkably well preserved. Not far away is the ceramic 
producing center of Caltagirone; here visitors can find bright ceramic wares in sunny 
Sicilian colors. 

On the coastal plain in southeast Sicily, Syracuse was once the most pow- 
erful Greek city in the Mediterranean. It has an appealing mixture of Greek ruins, 
including a splendid amphitheater, and gracious palaces and churches in 
Baroque style. There are plenty of prehistoric and classical sites in this part of 
Sicily; their somewhat stark, rock-cut contours finds a visually delightful contrast in 
an engagingly Baroque trio of towns: Ragusa, Noto and Modica. 

But the most impressive of all the classical remains in Sicily are the Greek tem- 
ples of Agrigento, where several majestic Doric temples stand among groves of olive 
and almond trees. The sight of their huge stone columns, golden in the sunlight 
and ghostly pale at night, is a thrilling one. 

~ The westernmost tip of Sicily offers such diverse sights as the evocative 
ruins of the Greek city of Selinunte, or the fishing port of Mazara del Vallo, where 
the plump grapes and capers grown on the islond of Pantelleria are shipped ashore, 
or the huge wooden casks in Marsala’s wine cellars, where the sweet and heady 
local wine is aged before export. 

Farther north along Sicily’s western coast, windmills appear on the horizon 
in Trapani, where they pump sea water in and out of the salt pans on the shore. 
High above Trapani is the lovely little medieval town of Erice, remote and idyllic. 
And inland stands another of Sicily’s classical marvels — the solitary Greek tem- 
ple of Segesta, solemn and serene on its mountain site. 

Throughout the island, the warm hospitality and traditional graciousness of 
the Sicilian people make the visitor welcome. The unaffected friendliness of the 
Sicilians and their untroubled acceptance of visitors can be as memorable as the 
ee cultural heritage of their island, The pleasure to be found in both is great 
indeed.

The Clinton-Gore domestic strategy offers cities a fighting chance 


HE WAY THE POLITICAL strate- 
gists in Washington and Lit- 
tle Rock see it, the 1992 pres- 
idential campaign is mostly 
about suburbs. The way we 
see it, the 1992 presidential 
election is mostly about 
cities. The suburbs are where 
the growth is: In the 1980s, they passed big 
cities and small towns and took over the top 
position on the American demographic charts. 
More than a third of the country now lives in 
the suburbs. 

The suburbs are where people with even a 
modest amount of money fled in the 1980s, as 
small farms collapsed, little towns disap- 
peared, and life in the big cities turned mean 
and ugly. It’s no surprise that the suburbs were 
the heartland of the Reagan revolution: Subur- 
ban voters — mostly white, mostly earning a 
decent wage — weren’t paying taxes to sup- 
port the cities anymore. 

The policies of the past 12 years have shift- 
ed the burden of providing services away from 
Washington and back to the states. In Califor- 
nia, the Deukmejian and Wilson administra- 
tions have shifted that burden again, passing it 
on to local governments. That means the resi- 
dents of the county of Marin, or the city of 
Hillsborough, can decide to pay for good 
schools, safe parks, and clean streets, and 
leave the less-fortunate residents of Oakland 
and San Francisco and San Jose and East Palo 
Alto to fend for themselves (see “The Scary 
Street,” Page 35). 

One of the big disappointments of the Clin- 
ton-Gore campaign is that the two Democrats 
who came of age in the days of the civil rights 
movement haven’t talked more about cities. 
They’ve done what their political advisers told 
them they had to do: They’ ve played to the 
suburbs, where the money and votes are. 

But the Clinton-Gore team represents a 
domestic strategy that we’re convinced will 
give the great, dying cities of America a fight- 
ing chance to revive. That’s the main reason 
we’re not at all reluctant to endorse Bill Clin- 
ton for president. 


NOT MR. GOODBAR 


Clinton is hardly a progressive reformer. He’s 
a moderate Democrat, an ambitious politician 
who’s learned the art of compromise (some 
would say the art of selling out) over the 
course of 12 years as governor of a conserva- 
tive Southern state. 

In January 1992, the national League of Con- 
servation Voters ranked Clinton last among the 
Democratic presidential candidates on environ- 
mental issues. Although the AFL-CIO endorsed 
him, organized labor has been nervous about his 
decidedly mixed record on workplace safety in 
Arkansas, his strong support for the state’s 
“right-to-work” law, and his conditional support 
for the North American Free Trade Agreement. 
Abortion-rights advocates have criticized his 
support for Arkansas’ parental-notification law

and his opposition to state funding for abortions 
for low-income women. 

His consistent, out-front advocacy for the 
death penalty has disturbed progressive sup- 
porters, many of whom were shocked by his 
decision last spring to suspend campaigning 
and return to Arkansas for an execution. 

His recent pronouncements about wiping 
out the deficit through “economic growth” 
sounded disturbingly similar to the old Reagan 
line about rising tides and boats, and the ugly 
welfare-bashing sentiment behind his latest 
appeal to “personal responsibility” isn’t even 
subtle. 

For a lot of progressives, the best thing you 
can say about Bill Clinton is that he’s not 
George Bush. We have a bit more hope. Over 
the past few months, we’ve almost become 
born-again Clinton optimists: For all his obvi- 
ous problems, the guy has a lot to offer. 

Clinton is a thinker, a bright person who 
gets tremendous satisfaction from finding cre- 
ative approaches to difficult policy problems. 
Consider his rejection of the idea that there’s a 
tradeoff between jobs and the environment, for 
example. Like so many of his policy ideas (and 
unlike so much of the Bush-Quayle platform), 
it has a discernible connection to reality. It’s 
based on facts. 

That doesn’t mean Clinton will come up 
with all the right answers on major environ- 
mental issues. But it means at least he’s asking 
a few of the right questions — very different 
from recent presidents. 

And while he doesn’t say much about cities, 
his major platform proposals — public-works 
projects, job training, economic-development 
banks, education, health-care reform, and AIDS 
research and prevention — are central elements 
of any serious plan to rebuild the nation’s cities. 


HELP FROM HIS FRIENDS 

Nobody runs the United States alone (although 
a few presidents have tried). Much of an 
administration’s overall policy is based on the 
advice of a few key people who make up the 
presidential brain-trust. 

Ronald Reagan listened to his wife, Nancy, 
which was too bad, and to people like Ed 
Meese, Michael Deaver, and Paul Laxalt, 
which was even worse. George Bush some- 
times listens to his wife, Barbara, who has a bit 
of common sense, but he listens more to the 
likes of Jim Baker and Alan Greenspan, who 
helped steer the country into economic disas- 
ter. 
Bill Clinton will listen to his wife, Hillary, 
who is smart and independent-minded and 
who has built a national reputation as an advo- 
cate for children. Maybe he’ll keep listening to 
his current advisers Robert Reich and Derek 
Shearer, who are among the best progressive 
economic and urban-policy analysts in the 
country. We hope he’ll keep listening to 
Amory Lovins, whose work he constantly 
cites, and who will go down in history as the 
Einstein of alternative energy. 

It’s a good bet his first Supreme Court 
appointment,will go to Mario Cuomo, who 
would bring the intellect, vigor, and progres- 
sive philosophy the court badly needs to 
counter William Rehnquist, Antonin Scalia, 
and Clarence Thomas. 

Of course, Clinton will probably also listen 
to military hawk Les Aspin, and to Tim Wirth, 
who is overfriendly with the oil, gas, and live- 
stock industries. Worse, he probably won’t lis- 
ten much to Jesse Jackson, or Ron Dellums, or 
Pat Schroeder, or any of the countless other 
progressive leaders who represent the non- 
white, non-male, non-suburban constituencies 


that make up the majority of the nation. 

In fact, although Clinton’s programs would 
help turn around the economic deterioration of 
the inner cities, he’s failed to say much of any- 
thing about the more difficult, more lasting, 
and ultimately more dangerous social problem 
of widespread, systemic, and deeply 
entrenched racism. To make real change, he’ll 
have to tackle more than economics. He’ll have 
to talk about social justice, and the distribution 
of wealth, and a lot of things that typically send 
moderate Democrats scrambling for cover. 


EARLY LESSONS 

In the end, though, there’s something else 
about Bill Clinton that makes him more than 
just a lesser-of-two-evils candidate. 

Clinton is first and foremost a politician, 
and he’s made it abundantly clear over the 
years that he’d rather sacrifice his principles 
than his career. But his personal, philosophical 
roots are in the Age of Vietnam, whén Ameri- 
cans began to question the role of superpower, 
when war lost its romantic appeal, when a 
whole generation questioned the assumption 
that old men in uniforms should send young 
men to die. 

Clinton did his best to avoid getting drafted 
and struggled with the moral and political con- 
sequences. He went to protest marches, 
watched kids just like him get beaten, gassed, 
and shot in the streets, and saw Martin Luther 
King Jr. and Jack and Bobby Kennedy die at 
the hands of assassins. 

Even then, Clinton was thinking about his 
political future, and even then, he was playing 
games and making compromises. It’s too bad 
he didn’t inhale. But he hasn’t forgotten all of 
what happened 25 years ago, and some of it 
must have been hard-wired into his brain, 
changing forever the way he would think 
about “national security,” and “American 
interests,” and what it means for the United 
States to wage war on foreign soil. 3 

To steal a line from the New York Times, ~ 
the American voters rarely have a perfect : 
choice for president; at least this time, they 
have a clear one. Vote for Clinton and Gore. @°

The race between Boxer and Bruce Her- 
schensohn represents the clearest contrast on 
the California ballot. 

Herschensohn sets his political course a few 
yards off Ronald Reagan’s starboard bow: He 
calls for the abolition of the Department of Edu- 
cation and the Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy and opposes abortion in all circumstances. He 
says the answer to the recession is to cut taxes on 
business, eliminate most environmental, work- 
place-safety, and public-health regulations, and 
allow the free market to operate unimpeded. He 
says military spending should be increased, that 
Star Wars is a fine idea, and that the best way to 
fight urban decay is to build more jails and get 
tough on crime. He’s a dangerous nut, and it’s a 
sad commentary on California politics that he 
still has a chance of getting elected. 

And he does — make no mistake about it. 
The national Republican establishment is pour- 
ing in money to finance last-minute attack ads 
aimed at destroying Boxer’s reputation and 
putting her opponent over the top. The election 
will come down to the wire, and, especially if 
the presidential race is over early, every lazy 
Democrat who decides not to bother voting will 
help send Bruce Herschensohn to the Senate. 


onto a bill aimed at turning over more than 100 
publicly owned hydroelectric dams, worth more 
than a billion dollars, to private utility compa- 
nies. Her public appearances in the district 
became less frequent; Bay Guardian reporters 
found it almost impossible to get her on the 
phone.

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She’s also a skilled, respected legislator who 
understands Capitol Hill politics and knows 
when and where to make a stand. We look for- 
ward to seeing her shake up the tired old-boys 
club that’s been running the U.S. Senate for the 
past couple of hundred years.

DIANNE FEINSTEIN 
Two-year term 
It’s hard for anyone who lived through nine 
years of a mayoral administration that came 
very close to destroying one of the world’s 
great cities to endorse Dianne Feinstein for 
any public office. 

But we backed her for governor over Pete 
Wilson in 1990 (no regrets) and, in 1992, 
we’re supporting her for Senate over Wilson’s 
old pal, John Seymour.

She’s running as a feminist, but 
none of the top officials in her administration 
were women.

RONALD V. DELLUMS 

For more than two decades, Ron Dellums has 
been swimming upstream against a Congress 
that considered him — and his Berkeley dis- 
trict — too radical to take seriously. But Del- 
lums has never wavered in his commitment to 
fight for progressive positions and to do it so 
honorably that he would have to be respected. 
As his time on the Hill accumulates, so does 
his clout. From the South Africa sanctions bill 
to the annual Congressional Black Caucus 
budget, Dellums has articulated a vision of 
what a good government ought to be doing. 
Over time, he has seen the rest of the Congress 
start coming around to where he is. 

From a progressive standpoint, Dellums’ 
voting record is virtually flawless. Groups like 
Americans for Democratic Action, the League 
of Conservation Voters, the ACLU, and the 
AFL-CIO consistently give him 100 percent 
ratings. He slips up every now and then — 
he’s still trying to keep open the big military 
bases in his home district. But overall, he’s a 
rare, consistent progressive voice. 

If anyone still needs a reason to vote for 
Dellums, consider this scenario: Clinton 
becomes president and names Les Aspin as his 
secretary of defense. Guess who succeeds 
Aspin as chair of the House Armed Services 
Committee? Right, our man Dellums, and 
we’d love to see him in a position to imple- 
ment some of his proposals for slashing the 
military budget. 

For 20 years Dellums has battled his col- 
leagues who refused to cut the military budget 
and instead focus on human needs. Without 
fail, he was told the Soviet threat made it irre- 
sponsible, even unpatriotic, to withhold one 
nickel from the bloated military machine. Now 
that the Cold War is over, Dellums deserves a 
chance to go back to Washington and tackle 
the issues “on our turf” for once. We heartily 
endorse Dellums for another term. 


District 16 
DON EDWARDS 


Don Edwards has spent 30 years in Congress 
tepresenting San Jose, and he’s a shoo-in for a 
16th term. He’s one of the most valuable mem- 
bers of the California delegation: The former 
FBI agent is one of the nation’s leading civil- 
liberties advocates — and he holds a senior 
position on the Judiciary Committee. Edwards 
shows no hesitation in blocking repressive 


bills before they ever get to the floor; the 
ACLU gives him a perfect 100 ranking, and 
we’re happy to endorse him for another term. 


District 7 

GEORGE MILLER 
Son of a powerful state senator, star graduate 
of the Phil Burton school of hard-ball politics, 
the brash 47-year-old Martinez congressman 
has become one of the most powerful mem- 
bers of the House. That’s very good news for 
environmentally sensitive areas all over the 
country, including the San Francisco Bay. 

Miller became chair of the Interior Com- 
mittee last year and immediately declared war 
on California’s wasteful, ecologically disas- 
trous agricultural industry. His 1992 water- 
policy bill was a landmark in environmental 
reform, shifting some of the priority in federal 
water allocation away from big farmers who 
grow crops like tomatoes and rice (which 
don’t belong in the desert) and toward ecosys- 
tems that depend on fresh water. It was also a 
first-rate political coup: By including in the 
bill dozens of water projects in Republican 
congressional districts, Miller built bipartisan 
support against a presidential veto. 

Miller is also a strong advocate for children 
and has turned his Select Committee on Chil- 
dren, Youth, and Families into a forum for 
exposing problems and promoting solutions. 
He has tremendous potential and is only begin- 
ning to use it; we look forward to his next two 
years. 





District 5 
NANCY PELOSI 


Nancy Pelosi had never been elected to any 
political office when she emerged in 1987 as 
the anointed heir to the congressional seat held 
by Phil and then Sala Burton. Pelosi was 
known chiefly as a Democratic Party fund- 
raiser; a lot of San Franciscans wondered if she 
had the savvy to represent the city in Washing- 
ton. Now, as she heads for a third full term, 
most of the critics have grudgingly come 
around. 

Pelosi’s voting record is admirable — the 
NAACP, the American Civil Liberties Union, 
the League of Conservation Voters, the 
National Abortion Rights Action League, and 
the National Women’s Political Caucus all 
gave her a 100 percent rating last year. 

Her seat on the powerful House Appropria- 
tions Committee helped her secure more than

$389 million in federal funds this year for pro- 
jects in San Francisco. Among other things, 
Pelosi won approval for more than $110 mil- 
lion to pay for the costs of converting the Pre- 
sidio from military to civilian use over the next 
two years. 

Pelosi continues to waffle on PG&E and 
the Raker Act. She’s reluctant to make any 
noise about the threat that one of the city’s 
government-licensed JOA newspapers will 
close down, although she agreed to look into 
the issue. 

But overall, she’s done a good job in Wash- 
ington. We’re pleased to endorse her for 
another term. 


District 13 
FORTNEY H. “PETE” STARK 


“Pete” Stark has represented his southern 
Alameda County district for 20 years. Despite 
his friendly relations with real estate develop- 
ers (and his embarrassing efforts to launch a 
political career for his son), he has a fairly pro- 
gressive record. As a senior member of the 
House Ways and Means Committee, he’s 
opposed regressive tax measures and fought 
bitterly with the medical industry over health- 
insurance reform. He deserves another term. 





District 6 
LYNN WOOLSEY 


The district that Barbara Boxer has represent- 
ed for the past 10 years has been reconfigured, 
and San Francisco is no longer in the picture. 
The new District 6 starts at the southern end of 
Marin County and stretches north into Sono- 
ma, making it a bit more conservative, a bit 
more suburban and rural, and a lot less safely 
Democratic. 

At first, it looked as if William Filante, a 
longtime Republican Assemblymember from 
San Rafael, had a serious shot at winning the 
seat. Filante, a physician, had considerable 
financial support from the medical industry 
and was poised to pick up a big chunk of 
national GOP money. 

Then he was suddenly hospitalized with a 
brain tumor and had to suspend campaigning. 
If he were elected, it’s not clear he could serve. 

That’s left Democrat Lynn Woolsey, a 
Petaluma City Council member, as the clear 
favorite to take over Boxer’s job. She’s won 
the support of local environmental and labor 
groups and leading feminists from around the 
country, and she has the strong backing of the 





national party leadership. We’re pleased to 
endorse her too. 

Woolsey has a perspective on social issues 
that’s rarely seen in a candidate for Congress: 
She raised three kids by herself, going to 
school at night and getting welfare when she 
couldn’t find work; she took in an aging parent 
with no health insurance and learned the Medi- 
Cal system the hard way. She eventually start- 
ed and built a successful small business, and 
ran for City Council on an environmental plat- 
form. 

As a City Council member, she’s helped 
enact growth controls and forced developers to 
finance a pioneering public child-care pro- 
gram. She wants to make health-care reform 
and children’s issues a top priority; she calls 
for a $400 billion cut in military spending over 
the next five years to fund social programs, 
education, and small-business development. 
She’s strongly pro-choice and opposes the 
death penalty. 

Woolsey is sensible, compassionate, and 
full of energy. She’ll represent her district 
well. 


District 12 
NO ENDORSEMENT 


Incumbent Rep. Tom Lantos was born in Hun- 
gary and fought the Nazis in the underground 
as a teenager. He fled his native country with 
the aid of Raoul Wallenberg and settled in the 
Bay Area in 1952. He worked as an economist 
for Bank of America, taught at San Francisco 
State, and in 1980 bucked the Reagan land- 
slide and beat a Republican incumbent in a 
moderate congressional district. 

The problem with Lantos is that he seems to 
think it’s still 1940: He’s gone along with 
almost every military intervention the Reagan 
and Bush administrations have launched. He 
made a public fool of himself by praising Oliv- 
er North in 1986 and did it again last year 
when he peddled the Kuwaiti government’s 
slick public-relations show and led the con- 
“Bressional charge for the Persian Gulf War. 

San Mateo County deserves better than a 
myopic cold warrior fighting past battles. 
We’re eagerly awaiting a credible challenger. 


In Marin County 


Proposition A

The bulldozers are already tearing up one of 
the hills that are central to the design of 
Marin County’s landmark civic center. But 
it’s not too late to stop the destruction of 
the Frank Lloyd Wright building. 

County politicians have approved a mas- 
sive jail to be built on the civic center site, 
which will destroy the natural setting, and 
thus the original design intent of the build- 
ing.

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Letter bombs 


Landlord lies, downtown buys, and commie spies ... 
coming soon, to a mailbox near you

HE FIRST MAJOR landlord 
salvo hit San Francisco 
voters early this week in 
the form of two colorful 
fliers designed to persuade tenants 
to vote against better rent control. 

The target is Proposition H, a 
fairly mild measure on the Novem- 
ber ballot that would limit annual 
tent hikes to 60 percent of the infla- 
tion rate: The fliers carry a message 
that tenant activists will recognize 
immediately, since local landlords 
have used it (in some form) at least 
five times over the past 10 years. 

If the city tries to regulate rent 
increases, the old line goes, then 
landlords will be forced to find other 
ways to soak their tenants — and in 
the end you’ll wind up paying even 
more. : 

The arguments to support this 
claim are often convoluted, but the 
bottom line is simple — rent control 
means higher rent. And the landlord 
operatives assume most tenant vot- 
ers won’t take the time to figure out 
how little sense it makes. In the past, 
the strategy has worked like a 
charm. 

This time around, though, the 
propagandists seem to be struggling 
a bit. The early fliers are more con- 
fusing than convincing: They look 
like low-budget toothpaste ads, with 
cheap and nasty graphics, far too 
much text, and a sales pitch that 
teeks of a desperate little hustle. 

Jack Davis, the political consul- 
tant who is running the landlords’ 
No on Prop. H campaign, came up 
with a fairly good slogan — “It can’t 
help you; it could hurt you.” But in 
the two fliers that arrived in mail- 
boxes this week, the slogan is buried 

under a mountain of text that would 
baffle most corporate lawyers. 

“San Francisco rent law allows 
owners to bank rent increases they 
do not take,” one flier reads. “If an 
owner chose [sic] not to increase 
rents by the allowable 4%, the 
ungiven percentage is automatically 
banked, and can be passed through 
to you at any time. For instance, if 
you didn’t get a rent increase in 
three of the last four years, you may 
get one this year for 12%!” 

You follow so far? Here’s the 
kicker: 

“Prop. H limits rent increases to 
40% below the inflation rate. Under 
those circumstances, rental property 
owners would have no choice but to 
seek other ways to make up that 
40%. It will hit you in your piggy 
bank.” 

Got it? Good — there’s another 
flier waiting. “Proposition H would 
peg future rent increases to 60% of 
the consumer price index (CPI),” the 
second piece explains. “That’s 40% 
below the inflation rate. Under 
Proposition H’s formula, the allow- 


able increase for 1992 would be 
60% of 2.6 (CPI for 1992) that’s 
[sic] 1.56%. 

“While 1.56% may sound good 
to some people, let’s be practical. 
Nobody can economically survive 
when costs exceed income by 40% 
— that’s why Prop. H is unfair.” 

If you’re more baffled than ever, 
join the club: You may be the latest 
victim of the landlords’ secret strate- 


gy. 

Prop. H isa simple, appealing 
measure; it would save most tenants 
money right away, starting Jan. 1. 
That makes it hard to oppose. But 
Davis understands the oldest rule in 





the Book of Political Sleaze: When 
voters are confused, they tend to 
vote no. 

Of course, all tenants really have 
to remember about Prop. H is this: 
Wealthy landlords are against it. 
Everyone else should vote yes. 


SAM GINN’S SCORECARD 


The two tenant-oriented No on H 
fliers will probably reach at least 
100,000 San Franciscans. 

But one of the most interesting 
fliers in town is going out to one of 
the smallest mailing lists. Only the 
members of the Committee on Jobs, 
the downtown business organization 
led by Pacific Telesis chairSam 
Ginn, get a firsthand look at the 
group’s fascinating “Board Watch” 
scorecard, which ranks the incum- 
bent supervisors on-the basis of nine 
key votes. 

The scorecard, a copy of which 
was sent to my fax machine, pro- 
vides a valuable look at how down- 
town rates the supervisors — and 
why. 

For starters, the five incumbents 
who are up for re-election fall into 
two distinct camps. Tom Hsieh and 
Willie Kennedy voted the down- 
town line on at least seven of the 
nine litmus-test issues. On the other 
hand, Jim Gonzalez scored only 36 
percent (three of nine); Angela 
Alioto, 22 percent (two of nine); and 
Terence Hallinan, 11 percent (one of 
nine). 

Here are some of the top issues 
on the downtown scorecard, with 


‘the committee’s capsule descrip- 


tions: 

* 1990-91 City Budget, Taxes 
vs. Spending Cuts. “Considered 
the key vote of 1991, a budget 
amendment proposed by Supervisor 
Hsieh separated the board into two 
camps: those who would cause city 
deficits by raising taxes and those 
who would cure city deficits by 
reducing spending.” 

¢Municipalization of PG&E. 
“The Board voted to approve an 
expensive study of a bad idea: a city 
takeover of the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. Since 1987, Chicago 
has wasted $1.2 million on studies 
and still can’t decide whether to take 
over its local utility.” 

*Repeal Gulf War Sanctuary. 
“In the wake of a Board resolution 
proclaiming the City a sanctuary for 
draft evaders, conventions were can- 
celled in protest and the City was 
lambasted in newspaper columns 
around the nation.” 

Just for the record, Chicago’s 
energy options study forced the 
local utility to cut its rates by mil- 
lions of dollars a year, saving far 
more than the cost of the study. 
After four years of spending cuts, 
San Francisco’s deficit is just get- 
ting worse. And compared to, say, 
Los Angeles, which had no Gulf 
War sanctuary resolution, San Fran- 
cisco’s convention business is doing 
just fine. / 


CASTRO THEATER 

Meanwhile, the mailing we’ve all 
been waiting for is headed for the 
press, ready to hit some 30,000 
moderate Democrats and Republi- 
cans a day or two before the elec- 
tion. 

The sponsor is Supervisor Bill 
Maher. The financing is still hidden. 
The idea is to attack Gonzalez and 
Hallinan, and thus promote the more 
conservative candidates Maher and 
downtown interests prefer (see 
Unsafe at Any Speed, 10/21/92). 

The flier, my sources say, will 
feature a cover photo of Fidel Cas- 
tro, with text that ridicules Hallinan 
for suggesting that one of the most 
enduring political figures of the late 
20th century might have something 
interesting to say to the city of San 
Francisco. 

Hallinan is no stranger to red- 
baiting — he saw it used against his 
mother and father in the McCarthy 
era. Gonzalez may find the attack to 
be an ugly, unpleasant shock. But 
the real shock will probably hit on 
Election Day, when Maher and his 
cronies discover that commie-bash- 
ing doesn’t work in San Francisco: 
Never has, never will: Maher still 
won’t return my phone calls, so I’ll 
pass on my advice in print: Lighten 
up, Bill. You’re just making a fool 
of yourself. @

Clinton gets an A-, but neither candidate 
offers schools what they need: Money 


By KATHARINE BALL 


RESIDENT BusH and Demo- 

cratic challenger Bill Clin- 

ton both say they are “pro- 

choice” when it comes to 
parents choosing schools for their 
children, with one significant differ- 
ence: Bush is promoting a plan (the 
“GI Bill for children”) that would 
allow federal tax dollars to go toward 
tuition at private and parochial 
schools. Clinton advocates choice 
only among public schools. 

The choice, or voucher, plan is the 
issue that has the most professional 
educators up in ams. It’s also the 
education policy calculated to appeal 
most to middle-income voters. Other 
elements of the candidates’ educa- 
tion plans, however, are more likely 
to have a real effect on the quality of 
education. 

Clinton’s plan is more compre- 
hensive, calling for everything from 
full funding for Head Start, the 
preschool program for low-income 
children, to apprenticeship programs 
for non-college-bound teens, to job 
retraining for unemployed adults. 
There are some gaping holes: Why, 
for instance, should literacy pro- 
grams be directed only at employed 
adults? What about the people who 
can’t get jobs because their literacy 
skills are too poor? In contrast to the 
“education president’s” plan, howev- 
er, Clinton’s plan really does have 
“the vision thing.” 

Bush offers some slogans and a 
couple of jury-rigged proposals 
underwritten by insignificant fund- 
ing. He is silent on job training, 
whether for teenagers or for unem- 
ployed adults. His most significant 
deed as president has been to 
increase funding levels for Head 
Start. 

Bush is campaigning mightily on 
his “America 2000” school-reform 
plan, which vaguely calls for “world- 
class academic standards and volun- 
tary national exams.” The Bush plan 
allocates $180 million (less than the 
total annual budget for San Francisco 
schools) to develop model schools 
around the nation. About $300 mil- 
lion more goes for training 
academies for teachers and for 
encouraging “school leaders.” 

The political center of the Bush 
plan is the GI Bill for children, 
named after the original GI Bill, 
which pays for a veteran’s college 
education. This voucher plan is sym- 
bolically potent but substantively 


. almost meaningless because of its 


low level of funding. Nevertheless, 
public-school supporters, the most 
vocal of whom are union lobbyists, 
abhor Bush’s pro-school-choice 
thetoric and want it to disappear from 
the public dialogue as soon as possi- 
ble. Ifa voucher plan is enacted, they 
envision further erosion of funding 
for public schools, and job losses or 
pay cuts for teachers and other school 
employees. 


The federal government “is 
removed quite a bit” from what actu- 
ally transpires in California class- 
rooms, said Jan Anderson, communi- 
cations consultant for the California 
Teachers Association. But Washing- 
ton does set the tone for the ongoing 
education-reform debate, he noted. 

“If Clinton is elected, choice 
won’t be paraded before the public 
like it is now,” Anderson said. “It 
will disappear from the public agen- 
da. » 

In fact, a total disappearance of 
the choice issue is probably wishful 
thinking on Anderson’s part. A fur- 
ther-reaching proposal than Bush’s is 
slated to appear on the California bal- 
lot in 1994. The California choice 
plan would allow at least half the 
state tax dollars currently spent on 
public education to shift to private 
schools. 

But the “education president’s” 
plan seems more calculated to pander 
to the pro-school-choice vote than 
actually to bring about widespread 
use of vouchers in American schools. 

The Bush voucher plan would put 
$500 million into $1,000 “scholar- 
ships” for 500,000 children nation- 
wide. If that money were distributed 
evenly among the 50 states, 10,000 
children per state would each receive 
$1,000 to put toward private school 
tuition. 

Bush’s proposal would select 
voucher recipients from among low- 
and middle-income families. But a 
$1,000 scholarship alone is unlikely 
to help a child from a low-income 
family. The tuition at San Francis- 
co’s prestigious private University 
High School, for instance, is $10,600 
this year. Even at some of the less- 
expensive parochial elementary 
schools in the area, $1,000 would pay 
no more than half the tuition. 

By contrast, the voucher proposal 
that will appear on the 1994 Califor- 
nia ballot allows any child in the state 
to claim at least half the amount that 
would be spent on him or her at a 
public school. This year, that amount 
would be about $2,500, said Jim Wil- 
son, director of fiscal policy for the 
State Department of Education. The 
initiative, if passed, would enable the 
Legislature to allow up to the total 
public-school per-pupil amount 
(about $5,000 this year) to be spent at 
private schools. 

In the final assessment, neither 
candidate’s plan offers what Califor- 
nia public schools need most: a direct 
infusion of funds that could be used 
for such things as books, equipment, 
and reduced class sizes. But Clin- 
ton’s plans, not only for education, 
but for better access to health care, 
offer a constellation of policies that 
ought to improve the lot of Califor- 
nia’s poorest children and help the 
state’s struggling economy by seeing 
that more people get work. An 
increased tax base could eventually 

yield, from state sources, the extra 
funding the schools need. @

The stories the mainstream media refuse to print about the Bush administration 


If the average American voter had been 
reading the alternative press’ coverage of 
Election ‘88, the candidacy of George Bush 


would be finished by now.

In a Nov. 2, 1988, special report

S PRESIDENT, GEORGE Bus has will- 

ingly violated his own stated notions 

of ethical conduct. He has proven 

himself to be so uninterested in the 

real job of being president that he has 

failed to follow through in key areas 
of environmental and foreign policy. He is so 
short-sighted that he has damaged the interests 
of those he’s pledged to protect. 

Readers of the alternative press know of 
these core weaknesses in their president. 
Americans who get their information from the 
daily newspaper and evening TV do not. Alter- 
native journalism can offer these insights, 
because it’s willing to shed traditional notions 
of objectivity. It also brings greater depth to 
reporting on key issues and is willing to dedi- 
cate more space to the stories that result. 

Some of the time, the alternative press sim- 
ply gives currency to important journalistic 
work being carried on by others. In the case of 
George Bush’s presidency, the function of the 
alternative press is clear. It is to challenge the 
generally accepted notions of how he’s done. 

Here, pulled together for the first time, are our 
most salient accounts of George Bush’s White 
House years. Though not intended as the case 
against the president’s re-election, these sto- 
ries from publications like the Village Voice, 
Harper’s, L.A. Weekly, San Francisco Bay 
Guardian, Willamette Week, Austin Chroni- 
cle, Common Cause Magazine, and Mother 
Jones paint a portrait unlike anything you can 
expect to find in the mainstream media 
between now and Nov. 3. 

Four years ago, when George Bush was run- 
ning for president, he declared his intention to 
become the “ethics president.” Said Bush dur- 
ing his first week as president, “It’s a question 
of knowing right from wrong, avoiding con- 
flicts of interest, bending over backwards to 
see that there’s not even a perception of con- 
flict of interest.” Such protestations notwith- 
standing, if any single characteristic emerges from the alterna- 
tive press’s coverage of Bush’s presidency, it is a soullessness 
manifest by the complete absence of moral authority: 

Lacking any grounding in policy or principle, Bush has 
relied instead on loyalty to those who’ve helped him get where 
he is today. Earlier this year, Common Cause Magazine, the 
Village Voice, and the Bay Guardian presented accounts of the 
so-called Team 100 — people who contributed at least 
$100,000 to the Bush election effort in 1988 (see “In the Bush 
Leagues,” 10/14/92). Among the 249 members of the team, 
teported James Ridgeway in the Voice, were “famous deadbeat 
Donald Trump, S&L stickup man Charles Keating, and Wall 
Street takeover artist Henry Kravis [as well as] top executives 
from major investment firms, government contractors, multina- 
tional corporations, and oil companies.” 

Common Cause Magazine’s writing staff of six spent three 
months searching through the federal bureaucracy to examine 
how members of Team 100 fared in their postelection dealings 
with the Bush administration. They found that the Bush admin- 
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istration: 

*Killed a 2-year-old criminal tax investigation against the 
Southern Co., whose president was a Team 100 member. 
Extensive phone work produced a knowledgeable source who 
explained how the case was taken care of in the top levels of the 
Justice Department. 

*Gave the green light to a massive aviation-field expansion 
project in Denver that seemed to serve no purpose save to bene- 
fit an adjacent business park whose backers included Team 100 
member William Lloyd Davis. 

*Revised the Clean Air Act to favor reformulated gasoline 
after Rodwrick Cook, a Team 100 member and head of Atlantic 
Richfield, spoke to Bush. Between 1988 and 1992 ARCO and 
two of its key officers gave the Republican Party $862,360. In 
return, they got a last-minute change to Bush’s clean-air plan 
that allowed reformulated gasoline, an experimental Atlantic 
Richfield product that requires more oil than traditional gaso- 
line and emits more pollutants than other fuels, to be marketed 
in this country. 


* Reversed a 26-year government stance and 
its free-trade rhetoric by imposing anti-import tar- 
iffs on foreign cement at the behest of Southdown 
Inc., a cement maker whose general counsel, 
Edgar Marston III, also was on Team 100. 


Where instances like these suggest outright 
impropriety, the conduct of George Bush’s chil- 
dren these past four years raises a different con- 
cern. They have profited — enormously, ques- 
tionably, and with little attention from the main- 
stream media — from their father’s position. 
Nothing in the sordid accounts of their conduct in 
Denver’s Westword, Miami New Times, or the 
Austin Chronicle suggests that their father has 
blocked prosecutions or otherwise conducted 
himself improperly. Rather, they show that he has 
produced children whose judgment and conduct 
merit the president’s recent shrill characteriza- 
tions of Bill Clinton. 

In “Family Values,” an article published in the 
September/October issue of Mother Jones, 
reporter Stephen Pizzo offered “the inside story of 
how three of the Bush boys built private fortunes 
by trading on their father’s name, running with 
con men, lining their own pockets, and leaving 
financial ruin in their wake.” Pizzo writes that a 
U.S. Secret Service agent assigned to the Bush 
family detail told him: “We warn them. But that’s 
all we can do. We can’t stop these kids from asso- 
ciating with someone they want to be with. All we 
can do after waming them is to sweep these guys 
with metal detectors when they come around.” 

“Bush,” Pizzo concluded, “says he is proud of 
his sons. One of them rented himself out to a 
crooked developer who scammed HUD and 
helped pry millions out of Medicare to fuel a giant 
health-care scam. A second may have profited 
from an insider stock transaction in a gulf oil deal 
at the very time that U.S. soldiers were dying to 
make that region safe for oil. And the third son ran 
a savings and loan into the ground while shovel- 
ing millions of its taxpayer-backed dollars into 
the pockets of two deadbeat partners.” 

Along with questions about Team 100 and his 
children’s behavior, there’s the matter of the con- 
tinuing and unprecedented bailout of the savings 
and loan industry. Somehow Bush has managed 
not to be tarred by this scandal. Yet, according to 
an interview in the Sept. 30 issue of the Bay 

Guardian, Bush involved himself directly — and 
unhelpfully — in the affairs of at least one 
crooked S&L. In “Bush, the CIA, and the Mob,” 
the Bay Guardian’s Dennis Bernstein and Susan 
Bums interviewed Pete Brewton, formerly a Teporter for the 
Houston Post who has become, in the words of Bernstein and 
Bums, “a leading authority on the savings and loan debacle, 
uncovering the relationships between the CIA, organized crime, 
and federally insured S&Ls.” 

“TI want to talk about something ... that no one else knew 
about,” Brewton told the Bay Guardian. “George Bush person- 
ally intervened in the federal regulation of an extremely dirty 
savings and loan in Florida that was doing deals with Mafia 
people and CIA people.” The “dirty” S&L Brewton referred to 
was Sunrise Savings in Boynton Beach, Fla. 

Sunrise had made loans to a number of people with known 
mob and CIA connections. According to Brewton: “The real 
story is, and it was confirmed to me by someone who has per- 
sonal knowledge of it and has testified at the trial of Sunrise 
executives, that the chief executive officer of Sunrise went to 
George Bush ... and complained about the federal Ttegulators 
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_ cracking down on Sunrise Savings. 


“Bush called in the person, a woman underneath Ed Grave, 
head of the Federal Home Loan Bank Board, and dressed her 
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down and told her to back off of 
Sunrise Savings.... This has never 
come out. Here we have Bush per- 
sonally intervening in a savings and 
loan whose failure cost taxpayers 
$700 million.” 


FOREIGN POLICY 

This, according to conventional 
journalism, is the realm of George 
Bush’s greatest accomplishments. 
With the aid of former Secretary of 
State James Baker, the president has 
produced a record of sufficient 
strength that he now promises to 
“unleash” Baker on domestic affairs 
as soon as the fall election is over. 

Nowhere have Bush’s apparent 
foreign policy successes been so 
great as in Panama and Kuwait. In 
these instances, too, however, the 
alternative press has been skeptical. 
In the case of Panama, papers like 
the Bay Guardian have offered 
poignant accounts of the conse- 
quences of the United States’ ouster 
(and subsequent drug-crimes con- 
victions) of Manuel Noriega. Our 
invasion led to increased drug traf- 
ficking, unemployment, and civilian 
unrest, though you wouldn’t know it 
from accounts in the daily paper or 
on evening television. 

“At least under Noriega we used 
to eat three meals a day,” a resident 
of one Panamanian refugee camp 
told documentary filmmaker Bar- 
bara Trent. “Now we don’t even eat 
one.” Trent’s recently released film, 
The Panama Deception, depicts the 
largely overlooked human costs of 
Bush’s December 1989 invasion of 
our small Central American ally. 

Clearly, Bush did not intend for 
this be the outcome in Panama. 
Rather, he and his administration 
simply have lacked the ability to do 
anything to help this tiny Central 
American nation recover from the 
effects of the United States’ inter- 
vention in its affairs. 

A similar outcome was docu- 
mented recently by the Village 
Voice’s Robert Hennelly. “Our 
furtive and often illegal support of 
Iraq prior to the invasion of 
Kuwait,” Hennelly wrote in his 
Aug. 11 story, “is a domestic scan- 
dal that threatens to undermine Pres- 
ident Bush’s last major political 
asset — his reputation as a shrewd 
international statesman. At its most 
innocent, the Bush administration’s 
support of Iraq was merely an act of 
stupidity. At worst, that support was 

-a frightening exercise in capitalistic 
opportunism (we made money both 
supporting and attacking Hussein) 
and white-collar crime (many of the 
key players had received money 
from Iraq; others were heavily 
invested in companies that both 
armed Iraq and then beat it into the 
ground).” 

Among other things, the Village 
Voice’s chronology of events in the 
Persian Gulf reveals “the unsavory 
role of the media itself in the story.” 

“By its pliancy, the media 
became the government’s most 
important collaborator,” the Voice 
stated, “first ignoring the secret 
effort to support Saddam Hussein 
against all reason, and then helping 
to shape the will to war by overstat- 
ing the size of the enemy, exaggerat- 


ing the scope of Iraqi war crimes, 
underestimating the civilian or col- 
lateral damage, and recreating, with 
the help of Hill & Knowlton [a 
Washington, D.C.-based public 
relations firm], our ‘ally,’ despotic 
Kuwait, as a democracy.” 

“This submissiveness,” the 
Voice concluded, “turned the major 
media outlets, and in particular the 
television networks, into the 
scriptwriters of the world’s largest 
snuff film.” 

(The alternative press, it should 
be noted, did not stand by idly dur- 
ing this period. On Jan. 10, 1991, 
nine publications — including L.A. 
Weekly, The Nation, and the Village 
Voice — and four writers filed suit 
in.U:S. District Court challenging 
the constitutionality of the Depart- 
ment of Defense’s restrictions on 
the press during the war. The Asso- 
ciation of Alternative Newsweeklies 
subsequently joined the case as a 
“friend of the court.” The case was 
dismissed when the war ended, 
before it could be heard on its mer- 
its.) 

Recent accounts in the alterna- 
tive press show the continuing fail- 
ure of the Bush administration to 
achieve democracy in Kuwait. As 
Dennis Bernstein and Larry Everest 
note in the Sept. 9, 1992, issue of the 
Bay Guardian: “Reports from 
human rights monitors detail an 
ongoing Kuwaiti campaign to pun- 
ish and expel the 350,000 Palestini- 
ans living in Kuwait before the war. 
Today, all but 60,000 Palestinians 
have been driven out by a combina- 
tion of summary executions, torture, 
detention, forced expulsions, and a 
variety of other pressures.” 


THE ENVIRONMENT 


America’s mainstream press has 
provided clear-headed accounts of 
the environment and energy policies 
of the Bush administration. It has 
reported that in virtually every arena 
where the exploitation of a resource 
has been pitted against its preserva- 
tion, the president with supposed 
“zero tolerance” for polluters has 
come down on the side of exploita- 
tion. 

Bush’s energy policy, which pro- 
motes continued reliance on oil, 
serves as a good example of his 
environmental thinking these past 
four years. To avoid undue depen- 
dence on foreign oil, Bush last year 
proposed opening environmentally 
sensitive areas to drilling — includ- 
ing the Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge in Alaska. 

Similarly, Bush has passed to 
Vice President Quayle the role he 
himself filled in Reagan’s White 
House. There, Bush’s Task Force on 
Regulatory Relief fought a range of 
regulations, many of which con- 
cerned the environment. 

These and other activities have 
been widely reported. What has not 
gotten appropriate attention is the 
way in which Bush’s anti-environ- 
mental actions have had the effect of 
stymieing the various resource- 
exploiters he’s claimed to want to 
help. 

Just this month Willamette Week 
offered an interesting look at the 
untoward consequences of the Bush 


administration’s battle over the spot- 
ted owl in the Pacific Northwest. No 
issue more clearly outlines the sig- 
nificance of the Endangered Species 
Act Bush says he would like to 
rewrite. Nor does any environmental 
issue have greater resonance in the 
most environment-conscious region 
of the country. 

Willamette Week’s account 
offers a stirring example of how the 
Bush administration’s anti-environ- 
mental extremism has been detri- 
mental to the very timber workers 


_ whose livelihoods Bush has vowed 


to protect. Writing for the Portland 
newsweekly, Jill Smith concluded: 
“Bush has hurt the timber industry.... 
During the past five years, four fed- 
eral judges have consistently ruled 
that federal agencies under Republi- 
can control violated the nation’s 
environmental laws, prompting 


sweeping injunctions on timber sales 


in the Northwest.” 

Initially, by “sanitizing” a federal 
report on the spotted owl, the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Department ille- 
gally delayed the application of the 
Endangered Species Act to the spot- 
ted owl. This resulted in nearly 
120,000 additional acres of owl 
habitat being sold for timber produc- 
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s BUSH HAMMERS Clinton on 
\ the character thing, a flurry 
of new reports of Bush’s 
undercover dirty tricks, and new 
confirmation of previous stories, 
has been hitting the newsstands 
and bookstores. For example: 

¢ In the current issue of the 
New Yorker, Murray Waas and 
Craig Unger allege that then-Vice 
President Bush made a secret trip 
to the Middle East in 1986 to 
encourage Saddam Hussein to 
step up air attacks against Iran. 
The object of these bombing raids 
was reportedly to increase Iran’s 
need for air-defense weapons, 
making the Ayatollah’s govern- 
ment more amenable to an arms- 
for-hostages swap with the Unit- 
edStates. 

¢ William Safire has for 
months been reporting on efforts 
by the Bush administration to 
rearm Iraq prior to Saddam’s inva- 
sion of Kuwait. Now Safire says 
that there may be a criminal 
coverup of these activities. 

© According to Richard Secord 
in his new book, Honored and 
Betrayed, Vice President Bush was 
not at all “out of the loop” in the 
Iran-Contra operation. 

e Ari Ben-Menashe in his new- 
ly published Profits of War claims 
to have seen Bush meeting with 
Iranians in Paris in October 1980, 
to finalize an agreement to delay 
the release of American hostages 
until after the election. 

e In Bush, the Mafia and the 
CIA (see Bay Guardian, 9/30/92), 
which will not appear in book- 
stores until after the election, Pete 
Brewton, a reporter for the Hous- 
ton Post, charges that Bush 
delayed the closing of several sav- 
ings and loan institutions, at great 
cost to the taxpayers, to benefit 
his family and friends.

tion before the spotted owl was des- 
ignated an endangered species. 

According to Willamette Week: 
“A recovery plan could have been 
adopted by 1989, and timber com- 
munities could have been well on 
their way to an easier economic tran- 
Sition.... But with less spotted-owl 
habitat available, recovery measures 
will be more severe over the long 
term.” Then, in 1990, “At the same 
time the [Bush] administration was 
releasing dire economic predictions 
of how a spotted owl recovery plan 
would cost timber workers their 
jobs, it hid a companion report on 
how to mitigate economic damage 
from logging cutbacks.” 

Similarly, the federal Bureau of 
Land Management (BLM) refused 
to follow an owl-recovery plan pro- 
posed by a committee of scientists. 
The result was that another federal 
judge, Helen Frye, halted timber 
sales on 2.5 million acres of BLM 
land in the Pacific Northwest. 

Finally, Willamette Week notes: 
“Tn addition to causing injunctions 
of timber sales and delays in recoy- 
ery plans, the Republican adminis- 
tration has refused to take other mea- 
sures, such a restricting log exports, 
which could help timber communi- 
ties.... Bush and his fellow Republi- 
cans have simplified the timber cri- 
sis to a matter of jobs vs. owls, 
diverting attention from the much- 
needed debates over jobs vs. exports, 
jobs vs. automation and jobs vs. 
trickle-down economics.” 

Similar conflicts have emerged 
over wetlands in the East and South 
and over mining policies in the Mid- 
west. Throughout, Bush has man- 
aged to cast himself as siding with 
the beleaguered logger, fisher, or 
farmer, rather than as the direct 
source of tens of thousands of pink 
slips in the nation’s natural-resource 
industries. 


THE LARGER AGENDA 

The conventional news media have 
recently made much of NAFTA, the 
North American Free Trade Agree- 
ment. This arcane document has 
even become a campaign issue, as 
Bush has spoken in the debates and 
on the campaign trail of his clear 
leadership in this area and of his 
ability “to get the job done for the 
American people.” 

What the conventional press has 
failed to recognize is that far more 
significant trade action is occurring 
elsewhere, in the 6-year-old 
Uruguay Round of talks on the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, commonly referred to as 
GATT. GATT, writes Walter Mead 
inthe September Harper’s, is “the 
forty-four-year-old treaty that lays 
down the code of conduct for inter- 
national trade among most of the 
world’s nations.” 

Those Americans who read the 
daily newspaper or watch the 
evening news on television most 
likely have been left with the 
impression that Bush’s administra- 
tion has yet to arrive at an economic 
agenda. Mead puts the lie to any 
such assumption. 

“The Uruguay Round,” he writes 
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in his Harper’s essay, “is where 
George Bush has most arduously 
pressed his agenda for a second term 
as President.” 

Just what is that agenda? Accord- 
ing to Harper’s, Bush is pushing for 
trade agreements that would create a 
new world government — “a global 
corporate utopia in which local citi- 
zens are toothless, workers’ unions 
are tame or broken, environmental- 
ists and consumer advocates out- 
flanked.” In Mead’s view, the key to 
the current GATT proposal is to be 
found in proposed treaty language 
concerning so-called technical barri- 
ers. He cites two provisions. The 
first is from Section G.3: “Technical 
regulations shall not be more trade- 
restrictive than necessary to fulfill a 
legitimate objective, taking account 
of the risks non-fulfillment would 
create.” 

Then there’s this from Section 
G.5: “Parties are fully responsible 
under this Agreement for the obser- 
vance of all provisions of Article 2. 
Parties shall formulate and imple- 
ment positive measures and mecha- 
nisms in support of the observance 
of the provisions of Article 2 by oth- 
er than central government bodies.” 

As Mead reads this obscure 
wording, laws and regulations of the 
United States that conflict with the 
tules and regulations of other coun- 
tries will have to be “harmonized,” 
with the result that “one can expect 
in the coming years that there will be 
GATT challenges to the Clean Air 
Act, the Endangered Species Act, 
and the Marine Mammal Protection 
Act, potentially resulting in the gut- 
ting of America’s tough (by interna- 
tional comparison) environmental 
standards.” 

“George Bush’s [trade] pro- 
gram,” the Harper’s essay con- 
cludes, “serves nobody’s interests — 
not even, in the long run, the inter- 
ests of the multinational corpora- 
tions that blindly back it.” 

How can all of this have gone 
unreported by America’s daily 
newspapers and TV networks? The 
omissions of the mainstream press’s 
coverage of George Bush’s White 
House years are so great as to sug- 
gest nothing less than a media con- 
spiracy of silence. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. What’s really 
at work here — and in most major 
areas of news gathering — is institu- 
tional inertia. The mass media’s lazi- 
hess, inattention, lack of journalistic 
enterprise, pretenses of fairness, and 
outright cowardice make them inca- 
pable of serving their audience’s 
needs. 

So don’t be surprised next month 
when the mainstream media take the 
credit for Bush’s defeat. The opera- 
tive ingredient in the postelection 
rehashes won’t be elitist liberal bias. 
Rather, the pundits who speak for 
the mainstream media will be 
applauding themselves for the sim- 
ple reason that it’s the easiest and 
most self-serving thing they 
do.@

HIS’ YEAR’S presidential 

election will be very diffi- 

cult for a lot of good peo- 

ple. You have four white 
men running for power. One of 
them is the father of at least two 
criminals, All of them are white, 
male, Christian, heterosexual, mar- 
ried, English-speaking, and rich. It 
is not a picture representing most of 
us who live here. If anybody cared 
to examine the relevant statistics, 
she or he would discover that the 
rich, the well-to-do, or, for that mat- 
ter, middle-class folks with job 
security, constitute an overbearing, 
offensively concentrated, and fast- 
shrinking minority. 

Today more Americans qualify 
as poverty-stricken than anytime 
since 1964. Back then, Lyndon 
Johnson responded with his War on 
Poverty. Our current Grand Wizard 
of the White House deletes the sub- 
ject of poverty from his cue cards 
altogether and, instead, attempts to 
take us into War on Iraq, Round 2. 

Next, there’s gender. 

In this media-declared Year of 
the Woman, both political parties 
have opted to omit the female from 
their most serious consideration. 
And despite the female majority of 
the population, and even if all wom- 
en seeking elective office were to 
emerge victorious, women — most 
Americans — remain outrageously 
underrepresented or not represented. 

Next, there’s race. 

If you add Native Americans and 
African Americans and Latino 
Americans and Chicanos and Asian 
Americans together, you do not 
come up with four white men. You 
do not come up with a homogeneous 
critical mass. You do not come up 
with one English-speaking Voice of 
America. 

Next, there’s sexuality. 

Unlike the vice president, I am 
not prepared to say that heterosexu- 
ality is right or wrong. But what’s 
good about it? Can anybody tell me 
that heterosexuality will stop uncon- 
stitutional and fascist intolerance 
and hate crimes? 

Next, there’s religion. 

Thanks to the Republican plat- 
form and the Republican National 
Convention, religion has become a 
political issue: Shall there be separa- 
tion between church and state? 
What if you don’t go to church? 
What if you’re Jewish? Or Muslim? 
Or Buddhist? Or nothing? Is God on 
our side against the Arabs, the 
Japanese, the European communi- 
ty? And whose Holy Tablet shall set 
forth the commandments in a 
democracy? 

Next, there’s democracy. 

Thanks to the Republican plat- 
form and the Republican National 
Convention, democracy has become 
a political issue: From the many 
shall we become four white men? 
Shall we become Barbara or Mari- 
lyn? Or blond? Or fighter pilots fly- 
ing over South Central Los Angeles? 


Next, there’s marriage. 

A strong, increasing number of 
Americans of voting age or older 
remain verifiably single — i.e., not 
married and/or never married. 
Divorce rates suggest that conven- 
tional conjugal arrangements often 
lack something attractively com- 
pelling. So what? In Seattle, it rains 
a lot. In California, hardly ever. 

When I think about my country I 
try to stay with the facts. I try to stay 
home, first of all, and mind my own 
business. Kuwait, for example, is far 
from my mind working overtime to 
understand drugs and so-called bud- 
get crises and the taking away of 
food and clothing from American 
families and the evaporation of fed- 
eral aid to our cities, which are 
where most of us have to walk and 
look for work and try not to dread 
the cold ending of another day on 
the streets. When I think about my 
country I do not pretend that every- 
one else is a lot or exactly like me. I 
accept and want to understand the 
stranger histories and languages and 
kitchen-table rituals and romantic 
inventions of other Americans. 

And now I am afraid for my life. 
Iam afraid that this election year it 
is my life that has become the tar- 
get. It is my skin. It is my body 
furious for freedom. It is my heart 
that will not submit to hatred or 
dictatorship. It is my head that will 
not bow to priorities of power ver- 
sus priorities of justice and domes- 
tic, equitable redistribution of our 
national wealth. 

And so I will choose two of the 
four white men. Two of them have 
not yet proven themselves inhu- 
mane and besotted by fantasies of 
faraway conquest. Two of them 
have attempted to speak about trees 
and jobs and the rich. Two of them 
have yet to go on public record 
against the necessity and the preser- 
vation of public education. Two of 
them apparently regard national 
health care as a desirable entitle- 
ment rather than a neo-communist 
threat. Two of them have yet to veto 
civil rights legislation. Two of them 
espouse a woman’s right to abor- 
tion. 

And so this time there will be no 
jokes. This time there will be no 
cynical baloney about “the lesser of 
two evils.” When somebody decides 
that you, in fact, are evil incarnate 
— because you’re not white or not 
middle-class or not married or not 
heterosexual or not English-speak- 
ing or not crazy about armed force 
— then it’s not about “the lesser of 
two evils.” It’s about absolutely 
eviscerating the evil of insolence of 
those who categorize other Ameri- 
cans, other people, as “wrong.” It’s 
about throwing the Republicans out. 

This time I am voting for myself 
and my family values: I am voting 
for war against poverty, AIDS, 
breast cancer, hate crimes, and cen- 
sorship. I am voting against the war 
against people of color inside and 
outside the U.S.A. Iam voting 
choice. I am voting Democratic. @ 


From wonk to monk 


Ignoring foreign policy won’t make it disappear

UNDITS ARE FOND of describ- 

ing Bill Clinton as a policy 

“wonk,” but when it comes 

to foreign policy, he seems 
more like a “monk,” trying to remain 
cloistered from the world beyond our 
borders. 

During a loud and vocal cam- 
paign, Clinton has maintained a 
monastic silence about foreign poli- 
cy. He has refrained from denounc- 
ing Bush’s international agenda. 
From the “liberation” of Kuwait to 
the invasion of Panama, from Cen- 
tral America to Somalia, from 
Tiananmen Square to Bosnia-Herce- 
govina, Bush has careened from dis- 
aster to debacle. Yet Clinton has not 
made these fiascoes a campaign 
issue. 

That silence is probably due in 
part to campaign strategy: Pundits 
and polls say George Bush is weak 
domestically but appears strong on 
foreign affairs. But Clinton’s other 
problem in attacking Bush’s military 
adventures is that he embraced most 
of them. 

In many other crucial areas, Clin- 
ton and Bush offer distinct alterna- 
tive paths. But in foreign policy they 
have been traveling the same road. 

Only in one foreign-policy area 
— actucial one — is a Clinton 
administration likely to turn in a dif- 
ferent, better direction. Bush has held 
back U.S. payments to international 
groups like the World Health Orga- 
nization to punish them for carrying 
out family-planning and abortion 
programs in poor countries. Clinton 
is likely to back these programs — 
one of the most crucial kinds of 
assistance poor countries, and espe- 
cially women, need. 

On most other foreign-policy 
issues, however, there is little differ- 
ence between Clinton and Bush, and 
on some, Clinton’s position is to the 
right of the president's. 

You don’t get to do much about 
foreign policy as a governor, but 
when Clinton had a chance, he went 
all the way in backing the adminis- 
tration’s adventurers and their Con- 
tra friends waging war on Nicaragua. 
During the Reagan administration, 
Clinton willingly dispatched Nation- 
al Guard troops to Honduras at a time 
when many people believed the 
troops were going there to facilitate 
the Contra invasion of Nicaragua. 

Clinton even let the administra- 
tion’s Central America cowboys use 
a military airstrip in Mena, Ark, asa 
main launching site for illegal flights 
(taking arms, other materials, and, 
maybe, bringing back drugs) into 
Central America. Clinton also 
awarded Contra leaders Arkansas’ 
highest civilian medals. 


MISSING POINTS 


During the campaign, Clinton has 


failed to go after Bush’s foreign poli- 
cy even in areas wide open to attack. 
In an extremely telling moment dur- 
ing the final presidential debate, Per- 
ot raised the issue of Bush’s prewar 
support for Saddam Hussein, and the 
administration’s refusal to release 
the transcript of Saddam’s discussion 
with U.S. Ambassador April Glaspie 
just before he invaded Kuwait. Sad- 
dam has released a version that 
implies he got tacit U.S. permission 
to take northern Kuwait, a charge 
Bush denies. 

The silence from Clinton, who 
might have been expected to echo 
Perot and really hammer Bush, was 
deafening. Clinton’s celebrated flip- 
flop on the war may well have made 
him reluctant to let the talk stay on 
that subject. He also might have had 
to acknowledge that some Demo- 
crats have conspired with the Repub- 
licans to cover up the truth about 
U.S. support for Iraq. And many of 
his supporters might be upset about 
the fact that Clinton has, in the past, 
criticized Bush for ending the war 
while Saddam remained alive. 

For the past two months, the 
media have been filled with reports 
of direct Bush complicity in the Iran- 
Contra affair. George Schultz and 
Caspar Weinberger said Bush sat in 
on “dozens” of meetings where the 
arms-for-hostages deal was dis- 
cussed. But have Clinton or other 
Democrats raised that issue in 
debates or ads? No. 

Less well publicized, but at least - 
as disastrous in its results is the trans- 
formation of the United States, under 
Reagan and Bush, into a major world 
deadbeat refusing to pay millions in 
back United Nations dues. Clinton 
has failed to point out the hypocrisy 
of stiffing the international body and 
at the same time manipulating it to 
back the United States in the Gulf 
War. 

The Bay Guardian faxed the Clin- 
ton campaign some questions about 
the candidate’s views on the UN debt 
and whether he would see that the 
United States pays up. At press time; 
the campaign had not answered. 
Clinton, however, has expressed sup- 
port several times for working 
through the UN to solve international 
crises. 

Even on the foreign-policy issue 
he does talk about, the North Ameri- 
can Free Trade Agreement, Clinton 
casts it as mainly a domestic “jobs” 
issue. Although he does say he 
would insist on protection for the 
environment and U.S. jobs, he rarely 
mentions the potential impact of the 
free trade agreement on people in 
Mexico and Canada. 

He seems indifferent to the plight 
of workers who aren’t American. 
One intrepid television reporter once 
asked Clinton what he thought about 
the U.S. loans bankrupting many 
Third World governments. Clinton 


expressed not one word of sympathy 
for the people of these countries, 
who often go hungry as they watch 
the lion’s share of their country’s 
budget go to pay interest on U.S. 


.debt. Instead, Clinton said the numb- 


ing debt burden was bad because it 
meant these countries couldn’t afford 
to buy enough U.S.-made goods. 


RIGHT-WING BEDFELLOWS 
In the campaign itself, Clinton has 
drawn on support from some U.S. 
groups with extreme right-wing 
agendas. 

Clinton, for example, has man- 
aged to wrest from Bush a sizable 
chunk of right-wing Cuban support 
— and about $275,000 — in Miami 
and Coral Gables. He’s weasled this 
usually fanatically Republican 
patronage by making a point du ing 
his nominating speech at the Demo- 
cratic National Convention of sin- 
gling out Cuba as a cancer on the 
body politic. More importantly, he’s 
endorsed the recently passed 
“Democracy for Cuba Act,” which 
tightens the U.S. trade noose around 
Cuba and punishes countries who 
ignore the embargo. 

Even those Cuban Americans still 
clinging to Bush, like the powerful 
Jorge Mas Conosa (head of the 
Cuban American Foundation), 
haven’t been bullying anyone to 
abandon Clinton, even though the 
Cuban vote could determine oe 
takes Florida Nov. 3. 

And on the critical ein of the 
Palestinian-Israeli peace process, 
Clinton has adopted the most rigid 
right-wing position. Stephen Solarz, 
until his recent defeat one of Israel’s 
most ardent apologists in Congress, 
is mentioned often as a candidate for 
secretary of state in a Clinton admin- 
istration. 

Clinton has opposed the creation 
of a Palestinian state, endorsed 
Jerusalem as the undivided capital of 
Israel, attacked Bush for being too 
hard on Israel, and supported the $10 
billion in U.S. loan guarantees to 
Israel without a halt to Israeli settle- 
ments in occupied Arab territory. 

These are the positions supported 
by Yitzhak Shamir’s Likud govern- 
ment, positions rejected even by the 
anxious Israeli voters. A Clinton 
administration, by easing up on 
Israel, may encourage the govern- 
ment to harden its negotiating stance, 
thus jeopardizing the Arab-Israeli 
peace talks. 

In general, Clinton’s view of the 
international scene seems to have 
gone downhill since his draft-dodg- 
ing days.

HAT THIS presiden- 
tial election is real- 
ly about is whether 
we will dare go out 
of the house. For 
some people, 
immediate survival 
is at stake: whether 
they will suffer and die without 
health care, whether they will be 
homeless, hopeless, hungry. But if 
Bush is re-elected, all of us, when- 
ever we step out the front door, will 
step into an increasingly malignant 
environment. 

In the streets we will encounter 
desperate people who can’t get the 
income or job skills or drug rehabil- 
itation or mental-health help they 
need. The dangers of these encoun- 
ters are already dominating our 
lives: The news is filled with stories 
about the popularity of walled, 
guarded suburban communities, 
about urban parents reluctantly 
moving their families out of an 
increasingly hostile city. 

Margaret Brodkin, executive 
director of Coleman Advocates for 
Children and Youth, argues over 
and over that depriving children of 
good health care, child care, educa- 
tion, and social services will hurt us 
later by increasing crime and social 
disruption. These children, she 
warns, will grow up to be your 
neighbors. She has said this so 
often that she privately jokes about 
the “help us or we’ll kill you” argu- 
ment. 

For a long time I didn’t under- 
stand how anyone could fail to be 
persuaded by that argument. That 
was because I failed to understand 
the fundamental Reagan/Bush phi- 
losophy. 

In fact, if you have enough mon- 
ey, Margaret’s wrong. You’ll never 
have to encounter the increasing 
numbers of poor and desperate peo- 
ple. You can live in your walled 
suburban enclave and take your 
high-speed electric train to a heavi- 
ly guarded office tower. At night, 
you go back to your luxury fortress, 
shop by computer, order dinner by 
fax. In a few years, when a com- 
plete selection of movies is avail- 
able over the TV cable, videotape 
tental stores will become obsolete, 
and the last reason to leave your 
house will disappear. 

You can even escape the worst 
industrial pollution. They don’t 
build toxic-waste dumps in Hills- 
borough or Blackhawk. And if the 
atmosphere gets too bad, you can 
equip your home with air- and 
water-filtration systems. 

People who can afford it are also 
sheltering themselves and their

children in private enclaves that 
take the place of public life and 
institutions. The movement for 
vouchers to subsidize private- 
school tuition is an expression of 
despair at the possibility of decent 
public schools. 

Public schools — and parks, 
streets, and libraries — are dirty, 
dangerous, and inadequate. As the 
Republican-led “tax revolt” has 
withdrawn resources from public 
institutions, they have deteriorated 
so far that right-wingers can point 
to them and say, “See, public 
efforts don’t work.” That justifies a 
new round of budget cuts. 

For the first time in U.S. history, 
significant numbers of people seem 
to have completely given up on the 
possibility that any public, commu- 
nity institution or place can be any 
good. The idea of collective, civic 
effort and pride in the town school, 
park, public spaces — that seems 
quaint, Norman Rockwell. Save 
yourself and get what you can. 

Even people who don’t buy the 
ideology have to live with its con- 
sequences. We purchase whatever 
private security and comfort we can 
afford. But most people can’t 
afford the total, secure enclaves. 
We struggle to protect ourselves 
however we can. People use cars as 
tanks, against the dangers of 
encountering their neighbors on the 
streets. Parents warn children to 
stay inside and watch TV after 
school because going out is too 
dangerous. 


PROTECTION RACKET 

This is what the election is about. 
The Reagan/Bush pitch appeals to 
people who can, or hope they can, 
buy their way into private enclaves. 
There they can ignore the threaten- 
ing outside environment. They 
don’t have to bother paying taxes to 
support good public schools and 
parks, health care or social services, 
public works and infrastructure 
investment. Let those people in the 
cities fight it out with their drugs - 
and drive-by shootings. 

Those people. These growing 
economic divisions are especially 
virulent because they’re reinforced 
by racial and ethnic divisions. For 
some reason it seems easier for 
people to live untroubled by the 
fact that children are hungry and 
sick and neglected, that young 
adults are jobless and desperate, if 
those children don’t look like their 
own children. Their skin is dark, 
their features are different. 

Maybe it isn’t really possible for 
people of many ethnic groups to 
land together in one country and 
really become members of one 





society, one community. In the Get- 
tysburg Address, Lincoln said a 
country based on freedom and 
equality was the American experi- 
ment being tested in the Civil War. 
Now I think we are testing the other 
American experiment: Can we con- 
nect to one another enough to func- 
tion together as a society? 

Clinton and Gore are Ivy 
League Bobbsey Twins, rich white 
males with lots of ties to big busi- 
ness. They wouldn’t be my first 
choice to lead the country. The 
sight of them together up on the 
platform says to me, as it says to 
most Americans, “Not you, 
not anyone remotely 
like you or anyone 
you know, yet has 
access to the 
inside, the top.” 

That’s why a 
lot of people 
are angry and 
don’t trust 
those guys 
to be gen- 
uinely com- 
mitted to tak- 
ing care of 
the people 
and the envi- 
ronment. But I 
don’t really 
worry much 
about their sin- 
cerity, because 
of what I learned 
in school about the 
tight packers and the 
loose packers. 


TIGHT PACKERS/ 
LOOSE PACKERS 


When the slave trade really got 
going in the beginning of the 19th 
century, owners of slave ships divid- 
ed into opposing philosophical 
camps. The tight packers believed 
that if you crammed lots of African 
people into each ship, many would 
get sick and die and go crazy, but 
you’d still end up with more slaves 
when you got to America. 

The loose packers, on the other 
hand, thought if you start with few- 
er people, but give each one enough 
space and air (maybe food, I’m not 
sure), you’d end up with more mon- 
ey at the end. More people would 
survive and could fetch a better 
price because they would be in bet- 
ter health. 

At worst, without giving him the 
benefit of any kind of doubt, Clin- 
ton represents the economic strate- 
gy of the modern-day loose packers: 
Make sure people have health care, 
job training, and literacy programs 
(“for every person with a job”), and 





















they will be much more productive 
employees. At an impressive gath- 
ering of loose packers in Silicon 
Valley last month, the computer 
CEOs explained they were backing 
Clinton because his plans for high- 
er-education assistance and job- 
training were crucial to their com- 
panies. It’s the strategy of a high- 
skill, high-wage economy. 

We’ve just been through 12 
years of the tight-packer strategy, 
pushing us down, squeezing us 
tighter. It has been a strategy of 
eliminating good jobs and replacing 
them with minimum-wage jobs and 
unemployment. Tax cuts for the 
rich have raided public treasuries, 
so that our public resources, from 
schools to bridges, are crumbling. 
For people with money and power, 
it’s the low-wage strategy: Take the 
money and run.

This year the presidential cam- 
paign represents much more than 
the usual lesser-of-two-evils 
choice. It represents an opportunity 
to reject the kind of future that the 
Reagan/Bush strategy is rapidly 
creating: a society of mass misery 
and massive private wealth, of 
deprivation and danger. 

Electing Clinton and Gore won’t 
guarantee economic health, which 
they talk about a lot, or social jus- 
tice, which they mention very little.

‘ANY CITIES WHOSE two 

newspapers are operat- 

ing under federally 

icensed joint operating 

agreements (JOAs) are quietly being 
tumed into one-newspaper towns 
without serious investigation or 
protest from the Justice Department in 
the waning days of the Bush Adminis- 
tration. 

“R.LP. JOA: The Newspaper 
Preservation Act of 1970 was sup- 
posed to preserve competition within a 
market by allowing dailies to merge 
business operations but keep separate 
editorial voices,” reports a recent arti- 
cle by Christy Fisher, printed in the 
Sept. 28 issue of Advertising Age. But, 
instead, wrote Fisher, “industry 
observers expect more JOA’s — and 
more newspapers — to disappear in 
the next decade as those agreements 
are renegotiated or expire.” 

Last year JOAs’ weaker papers 
were killed by publishers of the 
stronger paper in Shreveport, La. 
(Gannet) and Knoxville, Tenn. (E.W. 
Scripps). This year there has been sell- 
ing activity in four cities — San Anto- 
nio, Texas; Pittsburgh; Honolulu; and 


600 Teamster employees. After more 
than 100 days of strike, according to 
an article by Mark Fitzgerald in the 
Oct. 10 issue of Editor and Publisher, 
E.W. Scripps Chief Executive Officer 
Lawrence Leser said that the Press Co. 
may have been too severely damaged 
to resume operations. But on Sept. 30, 
the same day the Tulsa Tribune was 
set to stop its presses, Teamsters repre- 
sentatives called for a congressional 
investigation into what it claimed was 
an attempt by Scripps to get out of its 
JOA contracts, which don’t expire 
until 1999. 

*In San Antonio, the Hearst Corp., 
owner of the San Francisco Examiner, 
is demonstrating how it establishes 
one-newspaper towns. On Oct. 6, 
Hearst, which owns the weaker San 
Antonio Light, announced it would 
buy the San Antonio Express-News 
from Rupert Murdoch, the British 
newspaper giant. In a separate article 
by Mark Fitzgerald, printed in the Oct. 
10 issue of Editor and Publisher, 
Hearst claimed the Light had lost $60 
million since 1987. 

“Despite vigorous efforts to reverse 
the trends, Hearst concluded that the 
Light’s losses are irreversible,” 


Fitzgerald reported. Soon after, Hearst 
bought the Express-News for $185 
million in cash. According to industry 
experts, other cities could follow San 
Antonio’s example. 

“Cincinnati looks like a good can- 
didate for ciosure. Detroit has been a 
financial disaster but is [improving]. 
The Evansville, Ind., JOA ends in 
1998, and there is a strong likelihood 
something will happen in San Francis- 
co,” Fisher quoted Picard as saying in 
the Advertising Age article. 

* Sources say that William Ran- 
dolph Hearst II, frustrated with a 
financially burdensome JOA run by 
the San Francisco Newspaper Agency, 
will pay a premium price to make the 
city a one-newspaper town, with him- 
self at the helm. 

The latest rumor in San Francisco 
is that the Times Mirror Co., owner of 
the Los Angeles Times, is inquiring 
about the dollar value of the San Fran- 
cisco Newspaper Agency, the compa- 
ny that operates the business end of the 
JOA between the San Francisco 
Chronicle and the Examiner. Times 
Mirror reportedly asked First Boston 
Corp., an investment banking firm, 
how much the SFNA is worth. @ 
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the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette. Post- 
Gazette owners are considering buy- 
ing the Press Co.

SLOW ME Down, LorpD

RBAN, INDUSTRIAL, and 

hip, the Slow Club 

moved into the North 

Mission at just the right 
time in the perfect spot: The new 
offices of KQED are a block away, 
the Bay Guardian is a few doors ~ 
down, and the Muni bus yard is 
located right across the street. Lunch 
is a guaranteed success, and indeed, 
the Slow Club is full every workday 
during lunch hours. But it wasn’t 
until my third visit that I was con- 
vinced there was any serious food 
going on here. 

At night the slate-gray, silver, 
and black hi-tech interior takes on 
an East Village sort of ambience. 
Dim lighting, an eclectic variety of 
lounge lizards at the back bar, a 
somewhat smoky room, and casual 
service make the Slow Club a great 
hangout for locals, but also a viable 
place to eat a rewarding dinner. 

Our service was fine.one evening 
at dinnertime, but on two other 
occasions I was convinced the 
establishment was doing everything 
possible to live up to its name. Inat- 
tentive service isn’t hip, nor is it 
appropriate — no matter how casual 
or “avant-garde” a restaurant wants 
to be. Happily, one of our servers 
had just started and promises to be a ~ 
charming and well-informed server. 
(Maybe she could re-train the day 
shift.) 

An antipasta plate ($7.95) one 
night comprised a roasted, silky 
smooth pimiento and roasted long 
green chilies on a pool of tomato 
sauce, grilled eggplant with charred 
skin and a creamy interior, sliced 
fresh mozzarella, and several fresh 
croutons. Each component was 
expertly prepared, distinct, and deli- 
cious. 

Pizza ($6.50), made with a 
slightly sweet dough, was refreshing 
and light. Rather than the ultra-thin

and Hot, Hotter, Hottest. 


crisp crust that we see so often, the 
Slow Club pizza is made with a fair- 
ly thick dough that puffs out around 
the edges and remains flat in the 
middle where the toppings weigh it 
down. This night the pizza ingredi- 
ents included slices of smoky, fla- 
vorful grilled eggplant, mozzarella, 
and fresh yellow tomatoes. 

The pasta ($8) was divine — sen- 
sitive and delicate but oozing with 
good flavors and excellent ingredi- 
ents. Nicely sautéed chanterelle 
mushrooms and toasted pine nuts 
tossed with perfectly cooked pasta 
were enough to make this simple 
pasta dish rich and inviting. 

A comforting plate of braised 
lamb shank served atop creamy 
polenta ($10.50) was also flawless. 
The meat was slowly cooked ina 
robust liquid spiked with just the 
right amount of herbs, garlic, and 
garbanzo beans until it was tender 
enough to fall from the bone. A slab 
of cold butternut squash and a fin- 
gerling potato weren’t necessary on 
this plate, but certainly added suste- 
nance for the extra-hungry. 

Fresh figs served in their ruby- 
red poaching liquid ($4) were gar- 
nished with candied walnuts and 
créme fraiche, and made a sumptu- 
ous and natural finale to our meal. 

We sat at a sidewalk table at 
lunch one day and enjoyed the social 
urban setting and view of Muni bus- . 
es. We had to retrieve our own 
drinks from the back bar, and get- ~~ 
ting our food on time while seated 
six inches from the front door was 
strained, to say the least. 

Caesar salad ($5.95) at the Slow 
Club is prepared with whole leaves 
of romaine dressed with a tasty 
vinaigrette and dusted with grated 
cheese. Crunchy croutons added 
character, but the too-thin dressing 
and outer leaves of lettuce made for 
a forgettable salad. A vegetarian 
black bean soup ($3.25/bowl) com- 
posed of tender, plump beans, bits of 
fresh tomato, and more than a dash 
of cumin had a round and balanced 
flavor. 

The turkey burger ($5.95) is a 
complete plate. A small tumble of 
mixed baby greens, a slice of yellow 
tomato, pickled peppers, and superb 


french fries combined with a fairly 
juicy burger and an exemplary 
whole-wheat seeded bun make this 
an outstanding lunch. 

A special salad made with bowtie 
pasta, ricotta cheese, and toasted 
walnuts ($4.50) was simple and sub- 
tly flavored. The primary flavor of 
fresh garlic was stimulating, but the 
addition of a few fresh seasonal veg- 
etables or herbs like tomatoes, sum- 
mer squash, or basil would have 
improved this pasta salad and added 
some color. 

With our coffee drinks, we 
enjoyed a fine chocolate chip cookie 
and a filled confection made with an 
excellent orange peel-scented 
dough. 

The Slow Club is a welcome 
addition to the neighborhood; how- 
ever, I would like to see more atten- 
tion paid to the service. Our food at 
dinnertime was clearly prepared by 
one who understands food and com- 
bining flavors — we were delighted 
with all our choices. While the menu 
is small at the Slow Club, I think 
most folks would rather have a 
smaller number of well-prepared 
items to choose from rather than a 
staggering amount of ill-conceived 
or poorly made food. Stop by this 
comer spot next time you’re in the 
mood for a few cocktails, some 
hearty food, low prices, and a little 
Mission District culture. ®

Assessing the next 
wave of horror

scary organ riffs.) Beasties crash 

through the underbrush, trailing 
slime tracks of blood and gristle. A 
virginal young woman, sobbing 
exquisitely, may or may not be res- 
cued in time.... 

Orso went the plots in the skeezy 
horror paperbacks my friends and I, 
during grade school, tucked behind 
our propped-up textbooks. These 
were the bookish equivalent of White 
Castle burgers — hot, greasy, perfect- 
ly addictive. 

For readers with a taste for horror, 
the genre’s appeal often resides less 
in its formulas than in its formality. 
Horror prose tends to have calin, but- 
toned-down cadences, and its notable 
practitioners, from Mary Shelley on 
down the line, know how to pluck 
one or two bass notes and let the 
teverberations settle. 

Stephen King, our most popular 
horrormeister, understands this nec- 
essary formality, but — love him or 
loathe him — he gives it a healthy 
spanking. King has uncanny pop-cul- 
ture sensibilities; his prose is full of 
stray moonshines, and he knows how 
to casually plagiarize a good line — 
“What do you see when you turn out 
the light? I can’t tell you, but Iknow 
it’s mine” — and employ it to decent- 
ly comic effect. 

King has hacked out a zigzagging 
trail for today’s new breed of horror 
writers, and here they are, banging at 
his wrought-iron gates. Expect to 
hear plenty in the next few months 
about Poppy Z. Brite and Lewis Gan- 
nett, a pair of first novelists. Gannett’s 
rangy The Living One (Random 
House, $20), an Oedipal, homoerotic 
Invasion of the Body Snatchers, 
won’t be out until the beginning of 
the year. But Brite’s first novel has 
arrived to hosannas from the Blood 
N’ Roses crowd. With Halloween 
just around the corner, her book is 
worth a look. 

The critic Lionel Trilling, in his 
famous defense of Lolita, praised the 
book for putting its lovers where 
“lovers in literature must be put, 
beyond the pale of society.” In her 
furiously purple novel, Lost Souls 
(Abyss/Delacorte, $18), 25-year-old 
Brite does her best to shove her 
young lovers so far beyond society’s 
pale that not even she can throw them 
arope. Brite has written a frankly 
homoerotic novel about a punky nar- 
cissistic band of young vampires who 
are so glam they’re like rejects from a 
Cure video, 

The operative word here is vamp: 
These trendy bloodsuckers smear on 
the eyeshadow, loiter in loud bars, 
steer clear of sunlight, outfit them- 
selves in boho black so that “dark red 
stains” won’t be a problem, groove 
on David Bowie, stay young and pret- 
ty for hundreds of years, and tend to 

rip out the throats of casual acquain- 


[= DARK and stormy night. (Cue in 


tances. They’re rebels with ’tudes. 

What’s likely to win Lost Souls a 
wide following among disaffected 
teens is Brite’s easy familiarity with 
Mope Culture. The book’s protago- 
nist is an alienated young suburbanite 
named Jason (his funk is explained 
later, when he discovers he’s a dis- 
placed vampire named Nothing) 
who’s absorbed every pained nuance 
of Sylvia Plath and Dylan Thomas. 
His mental sound track throbs with 
the dark syncopations of Bauhaus, the 
Cure, Tom Waits, and the Cramps. 
Not happy pumpkins. 

That Brite’s young vampire has a 
thing for Sylvia Plath doesn’t seem an 
accident. Lost Souls quite often seems 
a bit like a rotted-out version of The 
Bell Jar, that autumnal cathartic 
weeper. Brite — who’s no Sylvia 
Plath, at least not yet — tries too hard 
to be literary; her bookish references 
are pretty facile and strained. (One . 
character drinks cheapo wine called 
White Horse because “Dylan Thomas 
had drunk his last eighteen whiskeys 
at a pub called the White Horse”). 
Worse, her idea of forceful prose is to 
get cadences rolling until you want to 
cry uncle: 


He couldn’t stand to see that smile on 
the lips he knew so well, the lips he 
had nudged open with his tongue, the 
lips that had brought him to the for- 
bidden zone between pleasure and 
madness. The betraying lips.... 


And so on, until you want to zip 
Brite’s lips. 

She’s more successful handling 
the book’s erotic undercurrent — call 
it a blood-ripe mood indigo — which 
is never far from the surface. For one 
thing, she conspires to give the booka 
weird Oedipal spin: Nothing 
unknowingly kills his mortal mother 
and fucks his vampire father. For 
another, there’s so much sucking and 
licking and nipping and nuzzling in 
Lost Souls that often you can’t tell 
which scenes are about sex and which 
are about murder and you understand 
that Brite wants it exactly that way: 


[Christian] slipped one hand beneath r 


the belt of the boy’s jeans and found 
molten trembling heat there. The 
boy’s back arched; he made a low 
gasping sound. Christian’s tongue 
found the tender spot under the jaw, 
and he sank his teeth in. The boy — 
whimpered and went rigid in his 
arms. The raw yolky taste of life 
Spilled into Christian’s mouth, bub- 
bling out of the boy fresh and strong. 


Brite delivers the heat, and as 
genre works go, Lost Souls is often 
potent stuff. Brite also displays a 
knack for keeping three or four plot 
threads moving briskly and then tying 
them up with some panache — no 
mean feat. But if she wants to be tak- 
en seriously outside the horror and 
teeny-bopper sets, she’s going to 
have to get smarter and to be a little 
less touchy-feely and precious, a little 
more ironic, wild, shrewd. Whether 
she can do it will be one of the more 
interesting questions — perhaps the 
only interesting question — horror 
will have to offer in the "90s. @

RTISTS DON’T GET much respect. The 

disdain doesn’t come only from right- 

wing ideologues like Jesse Helms and 

Pat Buchanan: Tell someone you’re an 
artist and you’re likely to hear, “Oh, that’s interest- 
ing. But what do you really do?” This response is 
based on several assumptions: (1)-Art is not work, 
but a frivolous pastime; (2) art has no intrinsic value 
and should not be taken seriously unless it can be 
turned into a commodity and sold on the open market 
for big bucks; and (3) starving artist is a romantic 
term. 

But just as the general public has been inculcated 
to view artists as dubious charactérs, the unwashed 
hordes aren’t much more welcome in the inner sanc- 
tum of the art world. Not everyone is invited to the 
party. You probably won’t be tossed into the street 
should you venture inside these hallowed spaces, but 
unless you reek of new money (or exude the right 
type of chic), you can be made to feel uncomfortable. 
Unfortunately, this elitist air doesn’t waft only 
through the commercial clearinghouses around 
Union Square; the snob factor is just as palpable in 
many so-called alternative art spaces south of 


Market. New-wave narcissism can be as off-putting 
as old-style outsiderism. 

What’s a poor art lover to do? Take a vow of aes- 
thetic chastity? Of course not. It’s San Francisco 
Open Studios to the rescue! Once a year, the walls 
come tumbling down around the art world’s well- 
guarded citadels. This year, Open Studios turns 17, 
and over the course of the next three weekends, a 
record number (600) of San Francisco artists will 
invite you into their studios (East Studios, Oct. 31- 
Nov. 1.; West Studios, Nov. 7-8; Hunters Point 
Shipyard Studios, Nov. 14-15). A primary function 
of Open Studios has always been to break down the 
barriers between artists and the general public and to 
help spark a dialogue. As in past years, 1992 Open 
Studios affords a marvelous opportunity to meet 
artists on common ground, far removed from the 
frenzied hobnobbing of a gallery opening. 

That’s right: A gallery opening isn’t the ideal set- 
ting in which to immerse oneself in art. In fact, Open 
Studios and a typical gallery opening offer a glaring 
study in contrasts. On the whole, openings tend to be 
tension-filled, crowded, noisy affairs with a dis- 
cernible pecking order that often puts the artist a few 
rungs beneath the gallery director and certain collec- 
tors. 

During Open Studios, on the other hand, you’ll get 


to see the artist with his or her hair down ina relaxed, 
informal setting. Away from the three-ring circus of 
an opening, most artists are down-to-earth folks who 
are not only gracious hosts, but are eager to answer 
questions and discuss their work. And, of course, 
they would desperately like to sell something. 

Open Studios gives a glimmer of what a magical 
and messy business art is. Contrary to popular belief, 
most artists don’t go through life with a muse by their 
side. For every ounce of inspiration, there are buckets 
of sweat and tears. And while the work itself might 
not be seen in the best light amid the clutter and para- _ 
phernalia of an artist’s studio, you’ ll gain valuable 
insight into the creative process. Only then can you 
really begin to appreciate just what goes into a 
“work” of art. 


Open Studios is an egalitarian enterprise. Because 

it’s totally unjuried and uncensored, any San 

Francisco artist can participateaslongasheorshe _ 
can cough up the $50-$70 registration fee. This : 
means, of course, that you run into the good, the bad, 
and the mediocre, but this is all part of the fun: You 
never know what hidden treasures may lie moldering 
in obscurity in some remote comer of the city.

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DAZZLED 
By Divas

LIKE Miki HowARD’s and 

Sade’s new albums because, 

No. 1, they both can sing their 

asses off. No. 2, they have 
enough inner power, enough confi- 
dence, to be sexual on their own 
terms. And No. 3, they don’t have 
to talk, as even some of my favorite 
female rappers do, about being the 
way they are. They just are. 

In the video for Sade’s new sin- 
gle, “No Ordinary Love,” she is a 
mermaid, legs seared together 
under a big, pretty tail. She is sitting 
ona stone, under special FX water; 
her hair is loose and flowing, freed 
from her usual severe ponytail or 
bun. She is the picture of relaxed 
self-possession, of soft, slim, full- 
lipped beauty. 

As mermaids do, 
Sade is singing about her 
sailor, missing him, wish- 
ing him back in the cool 
bluish water, where her 
tail doesn’t matter. But 
her seaman is up in the 
city somewhere, or 
maybe he isn’t, but Sade 
starts looking through 
anold fashion magazine 
and then begins sewing 
for herself, with a needle 
and thread, a gauzy wed- 
ding skirt and veil. 

Then somehow she 
is on land, with legs in 
place of her tail, and she is running 
through town, more showing her- 
self like a beacon than actually 
looking for her sailor, wanting and 
being ready for him, should he see 
her. She runs and runs and then 
finds herself back at the dock, back 
by the water, and she sits and pours 
water on her toes — they are dirty 
and hurting after her barefoot romp 
through Video Urban Wherever. 
She has been throwing rice on her- 
self the whole time, tossing dry, 
marital rice, having her own des- 
perate celebration of love without 
even having found her sailor. The 
image is spectacular and telling; it 
is a sophisticated picture illustrat- 
ing a pretty but prosaic love song. 
Sade appears confused but strong, 
feminine and feminist, desperate 
but not crazy. 

Just as she did on her previous 
albums (“Is It a Crime” can still 
make me cry, rings with quiet hon- 
esty, even five years later) Sade has 
crossed big-time “quiet storm” pop 
with old-time blues. She has merged 
Then with Now and has infused the 
girl side of ’90s heterosexual love 
with neo-diva contradictions. Her 
imagery isn’t pulled from real life, 
but her sentiment is. Sade takes love 
and makes it simple, clear, and sad, 
while it also remains complicated, 
hazy, and electrifying. She writes 
songs like Angela Bofill used to 





(think of Bofill’s “I Try” and “This 
Time I’ll Be Sweeter”), frank songs 
that have no fear of weakness, songs 
that render profane all the self- 
deception, posing, and manipulation 
that go along with even the deepest, 
truest of loves. The phrase “All bull- 
shit aside...” could easily be the 
preamble to almost every one of her 
verses. Achy, but not fragile, you 
know? 

Strength without bittemess is 
what makes both Sade’s and Miki 
Howard’s new albums, Love Deluxe 
and Femme Fatale, respectively, 
soar above the rest — the new Neneh 
Cherry and forthcoming Anita Baker 
notwithstanding. Miki Howard’s sin- 
gle “Ain’t Nobody Like You” (writ- 
ten by LeMel Humes) is ecstatic — 
she is thrilled in her sadness and 

anger, happy that she 

can feel what she’s 

feeling even if she’s 

not feeling good. The 

numbness is gone, 

and that’s cause 
enough for her to have 
a bluesy party with 
herself. The song, with 
its plaintive back- 
ground vocals and 
buoyant keyboards, 
perfectly meshes glee 
with grief. 

In her video for the 
song, she is many 
women: a feminine/ 
mannish beauty in 

suspenders, a lush Billie Holiday 
(she portrays Holiday in Spike 
Lee’s X), and a cleavage-displaying 
“femme fatale.” She’s stunning ina 
way I think is cool, in a way that 
acknowledges me as much as it does 
any man. She has other songs on the 
album — a rich rendition of Holi- 
day’s “Good Moming Heartache” 
and Howard’s own baldly reminis- - 
cent “Cigarette Ashes on the Floor” 
— that hark back to some earlier 
time, but “Ain’t Nobody Like You” 
reverberates with sassy nowness, 
with pop catchiness — it is a shot in 
R&B’s arm, a new anthem for 
divadom. 

Watching Howard’s and Sade’s 
videos back-to-back (it’s done all 
the time on BET) is mesmerizing. 
Their beauty is pungent, almost 
overwhelming, their singles are 
each moving, their voices both 
incredible. I like being able to see 
beauty and not be alienated or 
intimidated (as Iam when I see En 
Vogue, or the girls in Wrecks N 
Effect’s new video). I know I’m 
supposed to be serenely assured 
and above female vs. female com- 
petition, but the real worldis the 
real world. I guess I’m just a corn- 
ball who likes divas of substance, 
one who feels as if she can compete 
with that, and can’t compete with 
breasts and ass just for the sake of 
breasts and ass. @

eservoir Dogs, writer- 
director Quentin Taranti- 
no’s jaw-dropping, 
\blood-drenched debut, is 
such an exhilarating instant classic 
that it seems to ricochet from the 
screen. Pinging and caroming off 
the surfaces of a zillion pulp rhap- 
sodies and murky urban nocturmes, 
the film slows down like a cartoon 
bullet to let you admire its refer- 
ence-etched detail, then speeds up 
and slams into your brain. Packed 
with achingly funny dialogue and 
relentlessly ferocious set pieces, 
Reservoir Dogs offers poetic may- 
hem at its zenith: a dizzying combi- 
nation of noir-laureate Jim Thomp- 
son’s thug vernacular and Martin 
Scorsese’s brute reflex. 
Vividly revisiting heist-gone- 


~ wrong movies past — Kubrick’s 


1956 The Killing is a crucial touch- 
stone — Dogs’ elliptical narrative 
washes and eddies over the events 
surrounding a bungled jewelry 
caper. One by one, a crew of under- 
world “professionals” — identical- 
ly dressed in black suits, white 
shirts, and skinny ties, looking as if 
they’d raided the costume locker 
from the Rat Pack classic Ocean’s 
11, then slept in their clothes — 
assemble at their warehouse meet- 
safe to suss out what went wrong 
with the job. That each member has 
been assigned a color-coded 
moniker — in an effort to prevent 
them from giving one another up in 


and everyone begins to suspect that 
they’ve been betrayed by a “rat in 
the house.” 

Yakking like a chorus of jail- 
yard bards, Tarantino’s characters 
turn each juicy line of the film’s 
nonstop dialogue as if it were their 
last: An agitated Mr. Pink (Steve 
Buscemi) wonders, “Where’s the 
commode in this dungeon?” while 
an impatient Mr. White (Harvey 
Keitel) cancels another crook’s 
snide monologue with an acid 
“hardy-fuckin’-har.” The terse, 
inspired script clearly worked its 
black magic on the film’s cast: a 
dynamite, all-male ensemble that 
makes indelible use of the lovably 
doughy Michael Madsen, and 


__ believably posits a skeezy Chris 


Penn as a loving son to venerable 
tough guy/giant Lawrence Tierney 
(looking like a cross between Ben 
Grimm and Jabba the Hut). Every 
member’s perfectly nuanced deliv- 
ery makes the script’s cavalcade of 
hard-boiled bons mots sing like one 
of the forgotten ’70s radio hits that 
stud the film’s irresistible sound 
track. 

And, oh, that sound track. Hear- 
ing the lilting caresses of George 
Baker Selection’s “Little Green 
Bag” or the massive oooga-chakas 
of Blue Swede’s “Hooked ona 
Feeling” in the context of Reservoir 
Dogs’ demented antics is like bear- 
ing witness to an epiphany. But 
what Tarantino does with the old 
Stealer’s Wheel nugget, “Stuck in 
the Middle with You,” during the 


dramatic crux, and an essential key 
to appreciating the director’s darkly 
ironic aesthetic. 

While the twists and turns of 
Reservoir Dogs’ convoluted plot 
sustain an inexorable momentum 
all their own, the film makes for an 
equally compelling essay on the 
semiotic vagary of pop culture in 
general, and the crime film in 
detail. From its giddy pre-credit 
sequence — in which the crew 
engages in a “close reading” of 
Madonna’s “Like a Virgin” while 
the camera lurks around behind 
them, eager to get inside their heads 
— to the film’s welter of code sys- 
tems (“cops” vs. “real people,” 
“daddies” and “juniors,” Dillingers, 
Berettas, and Lee Marvins, to name 
only a few), Dogs’ richest booty is 
the media-saturated double mean- 
ing every character, every action, 
and every spoken line seems to 
assume. 

Still, as literate and self-con- 
scious as this film is, it’s also the 
most delightfully spine-jarring 
action powerhouse I’ve seen since I 
can’t remember when. Somewhere 
between the genre-pretzels of the 
great Jean-Pierre Melville (talk 
about a director ripe for rediscov- 
ery) and the multi-barreled blow- 
outs of John Woo (whose second 
American film Tarantino is in the 
process of writing), Reservoir Dogs 
reaffirms the crime thriller as the 
American cinematic mode par 
excellence. One more thing: shot in 
Eastmancolor and Panavision, 





Dogs is a candy-colored wide- 
screen postcard from hell that won’t 
be letter-boxed when it comes out 
on tape. Do yourself a favor — see it 
in a theater and let it hit you full in 
the face.

ETER GREENAWAY’S The 

Falls is a subversive pseu- 

do-documentary, an infuri- 

ating joke, a voyeuristic 
excursion through a phantom bio- 
graphical directory, and a tangled 
retelling of two old tales — of 
Icarus, who flew too close to the sun 
and fell into the sea; and of the Tow- 
er of Babel, which caused the multi- 
plication of languages. 

The film, which kicks off a 
weeklong Greenaway retrospective 
at the Castro, is also a key to later 
Greenaway films. Here are the 
framing devices we see later in The 
Draughtsman’s Contract, and the 
numerical games of Drowning by 
Numbers and Prospero’s Books, 
which play off the tension between 
structure and content. Here are the 
obsessions with the physical body 
(Belly of an Architect), and the re- 
creation on film of paintings and 
painterly tableaux (The Cook, the 
Thief, His Wife, and Her Lover, 
along with just about every movie 
Greenaway’s made). There are 
even three Cissy Colpitts in The 
Fails, antecedents to the fetching 
murderesses of Drowning by Num- 
bers. 

The Falls is a series of short 

~ biographies of 92 people whose last 
names all begin with the letters F- 
A-L-L. The 92 are a handful of vic- 
tims of a worldwide disaster that 
has something to do with birds. 
They’ve been singled out for exam- 
ination by a bureaucratic commis- 
sion studying the Violent Unknown 
Event (VUE for short), an apoca- 
lyptic upheaval that happened in the 
never-specified past, and yet never 
happened. Somewhere around vic- 
tim 88 or 90, as the film passes the 
three-hour mark, our suspicions are 
confirmed — if the Violent 
Unknown Event hadn’t occurred, 
one narrator admits, it could have 
been invented. 

“Real” or not, the VUE’s effects 
are protean: People develop bizarre 
ornithological obsessions; they die 
tragically after jumping from 
heights; they undergo strange psy- 
chological changes; they develop 
opinions as to “the responsibility of 
birds”; and they start speaking a vir- 
tual Babel of languages. Some of 
the “known VUE languages” foster 
ambiguity; some are characterized 


by excessive saliva; significantly, 
one is characterized by a vocabulary 
that is constantly shifting in mean- 
ing. 

This — and much, much more — 
is thoroughly, relentlessly cata- 
logued by the film’s team of narra- 
tors. A spoof of the BBC, anda 
close cousin to the best Monty 
Python skits, the script of their nar- 
ration is filled with deadpan non 
sequiturs: “Whatever her other 
attributes, Lacer Fallacel has not 
been able to teach her dogs to fly”; 
or, “The VUE had given Bwythan 
Fallabutus a foot disease that shred- 
ded his toenails. He could drink salt 
water without harm, but he felt list- 
less and debilitated away from the 
influence of chlorophyll.” Fun stuff. 
But after, say, the first 10 Falls — 
when it becomes clear that Green- 
away really does intend to take us all 
the way to 92 — it’s impossible not 
to feel a small panic. Like it’s the 
noon rush and you’ ve just taken a 
number in Kafka’s Deli. But as in all 
endurance contests, the effort 
involved eventually results in an 
endorphin release. The film 
becomes hypnotic, insinuating, 
timeless — like house music for the 
eyes. 

The length of the film — like 
everything else about it — under- 
scores its cleverness. Why 92 Falls? 
Or, more to the point, why three 
hours? Perhaps because that’s the 
only way to break through long-held 
suppositions about a film’s form 
being somehow attached to its 
meaning. The Falls is filled with red 
herrings, not the least of them the 
“cues” by which we recognize cine- 
matic styles: Are there talking-head 
shots? Interviews? It must be a doc- 
umentary. 

Of course, The Falls is a fake 
documentary, a carefully crafted 
teplicant (and all the Blade Runner 
menace of the term applies) with a 
very different agenda powering it 
up. The charts and diagrams, the 
insistence on certain facts, the inter- 
views and biological flotsam add up 
to something much different from 
“proof” or synthesis. In fact, quite 
the opposite — the end result is 
entropy. The film therefore is a wolf 
in sheep’s clothing. Or rather, a fox 
— after FOX, the shadowy society 
For Omithological eXtermination _ 
that plays CHAOS to the VUE com- 
mission’s CONTROL. 

For all this, the images in the 
movie are charmingly “normal.” In 
fact, it’s tempting to imagine that 
Greenaway compiled the footage 
first and imposed the narrative later. 
Certainly, there’s nothing in these 
standard (though well-executed) 
shots of water, cloud formations, 
cars speeding down a highway, 
people talking into microphones or 
sitting staring out the window to 
suggest the cataclysmic upheaval of 
the Violent Unknown Event. The 
images are beautiful, quotidian, 
arbitrary, ridiculous — and beauti- 
fully framed: A bathtub fills up with 
water; a man watches in a dark 
room, turning toward the camera to 
intone the names of different 
species of birds; a naked woman 
reads aloud; and clouds scud across 
the sky. @

CANDYMAN 


- “Look in the mirror, call his name five 


times, and Candyman will appear,” 
goes the legend. To University of Chica- 
go grad student Virginia Madsen, who's 
investigating urban myths for a thesis, 
the invitation’s irresistible. She and part- 
ner Kasi Lemmons arrive at the crime- 
ridden housing project where Candy- 
man supposedly haunts and murders, 
and Madsen’s crawling investigation 
through its rotting walls is of the 
screaming, “Don’t-go-through-that- 
door!” variety. Meanwhile, her nincom- 
poop of a professor husband, Xander 
Berkeley, is liaising with one of his stu- 
dents, but Madsen’s more concerned 
with the project's single mother, Vanes- 
sa Williams, who's afraid for her baby’s 
life, and mirror-rendezvousing with 
Candyman. There’s gore galore and 
squalor to spare, but with intelligence to 
match in both Madsen’‘s performance 
and Berard Rose's direction, so that 
though Tony Todd's imposing Candy- 
man’s never sweet, the movie crystal- 
lizes into a more-than-a-cut-above-the- 
genre goody. (Alexandria, SF; Century, 
Oak.) 


STORYVILLE 

Here we are, back again with sex, lies, 
and videotape (i.e., politics), but with a 
far less interesting James Spader. He’s 
an all-but-expressionless lawyer who 
looks like a thinner, younger Clinton as 
he announces he’s going to run for 
Congress. Since he stems from three 
generations of politically powerful New 
Orleanians and has not-so-politic power 
broker Jason Robards for an uncle, why 
not? But then he goes home with a 
pretty Vietnamese girl and hops into her 
hot tub as an unseen videocamera 
records the heated moments. Movie 
mayhem sets in as Mark Frost's movie 
dives dully into the diluted waters of 
Spader’s father’s suicide; there’s a mur- 
der that has Spader representing the 
suspect in court where prosecuting 
attorney Joanne Whalley Kilmer’s also 
his ex-girlfriend; his ex-wife and her 
problems are dragged in (no, the 
movie's not X-rated), plus some ques- 
tionable family oil rights — and that’s 
just for starters! What's Storyville? By 
this time, who cares? (Clay, SF) 


UNDER SIEGE 

Only.30 terrorists against Steven Seagal 
this time? Is our hero slipping? No way, 
and let's face it, without such odds 
there’d be no movie. Seagal’s now a 
cook, ending his Navy career aboard the 
USS Missouri, also on its retiring run. But 
there’s a plot being cooked on the back 
burner by disaffected CIA operative/ 
scene stealer Tommy Lee Jones and 
double-crossing Cmdr. Gary Busey to 
steal the ship’s nuclear arsenal. Pretend- 
ing to provide entertainment for the 
captain's birthday, they helicopter in 
said 30 massively armed terrorists, plus 
Playboy centerfold Erika Eleniac, who's 
to be the birthday cheesecake. Never 
mind that they seal chef Seagal up in a 
meat locker, because before you can say 
“minute steak,” he’s hammed his way 
out and given the poor lambs a lot to 
beef about via bombs and grenades. 
The violence and action are awesome, 
as Andrew Davis’ anything-but-under- 
stated movie makes Under Siege the 
most underscored action overkill under- 
taking around.

ANCING WITH THE MISSING 

is a departure for El 

Teatro de la Esperanza. 

Its forte to date has been 
slice-of-life dramas or agit-farces in 
the Mime Troupe mode: Dancing is 
neither. Instead, playwright Roy 
Conboy gives us a stylish L.A. noir 
— with a few twists. 

For one thing, the tough-talking 
loner at the center of the play is a 
woman (Charo Toledo), though 
she’s androgynous both in her name, 
Nino, and in her look (her vintage 
double-breasted suit, like all the cos- 
tumes, is by Dolores Rivera). For 
another, although the play is set in 
the present, it’s filled with refer- 
ences to the pulp detective stories of 
the 30s and ’40s. The anachronisms 
— hip flasks and cigarette cases, : 
Nino’s Chandleresque narration, 
allusions to The Maltese Falcon — 
work to highlight our sense of dislo- 
cation. 

And Conboy knows that parodies 
of the detective genre have them- 
selves become a genre. He uses pulp 
convention (plus a touch of magic 
tealism), but his real subject is the 
way that totalitarian power distorts 
ordinary lives. With references to 
death squads, torture, and the desa- 
parecidos, Conboy’s after a bigger 
target than noir’s typical big-city 
corruption. 

A mysterious woman (Hallie 
Fraser) hires Nino to recover her 
child, apparently abducted five years 
ago in an unnamed Latin American 
country by a shadowy organization 
called Las Mujeres de Sangre. Of 


course, nothing is quite as it seems. 
The smooth-talking big shot Estrada 
(Eduardo Robledo) who guides 
Nino’s investigation is himself pret- 
ty suspicious, and the women she 
questions (played by Dolores 
Rivera, Luz de la Riva, Amelia 
Schumacher, Viola Lucero, and Lisa 
Cortez Walden) start turning up 
shoeless and dead. Director Roberto 
Gutierrez Varea keeps us off bal- 
ance; our allegiances are unclear 
through much of the play. Even 
Nino is an unlikely hero: A bill-col- 
lection agent, she’s cold, avaricious, 
and apolitical (at least at the play’s 
start). This ambiguity is unusual 
(and welcome) from a theater of the 
Left. 

Another unusual element is the 
play’s striking design. Leftist the- 
aters have long been suspicious of 
style (thinking perhaps that it masks 
truth) and often too impoverished 
for glossy production values. But 
Dancing looks and sounds great: 
Charles Neifeld’s handsome sets, 
the exaggerated angles and shadows 
of David Thayer’s lighting, and Ori- 
ol Galofre’s terrific cool-jazz sound 
track make this the most richly 
atmospheric Esperanza production 
I’ve seen. 

Conboy doesn’t quite maintain 
the play’s hard-boiled edge to the 
end. Once we get a step ahead of 
Nino, we stay there — she’s a little 


slow to grasp the strands of the web ~ 


in which she’s entangled. The theme 
of Nino’s coming to terms with her 
heritage never really develops, 
because we’re never quite sure why 
shame over her housekeeper mother 
leads her to deny her Latina identity 
so emphatically in the first place. 
And, as in real life, no easy or satis- 
fying resolution is possible. But this 
production — with its dark, ambigu- 
ous script and its ravishing design — 
is a bold step for Esperanza. @

SADDLE NOOSE 

“People just know what they're 
doing,” says one of the characters in 
Peggy Lee Howe's Saddle Noose. Or 
as Freud would say, there are no 
accidents: When we thwart ourselves 
at every turn, make bad choices, and 
shrink from freedom, we're doing 
exactly what we truly want. 

Saddle Noose is set in an-unspeci- 
fied town out on the plains. But the 
landscape the characters inhabit isn’t 
one of vertigo-inducing open spaces, 
but of shabby, tightly constricted 
interiors. Wilma Napp (Marie Shell) is 
trapped in her apartment and in her 
life, the victim of her memories. Des- 
perate for human contact, she finds 
herself responding to obscene phone 
caller Harlen McCurdy (Louis Freder- 
ick). When McCurdy comes to her 
house, they begin a twisted dance of 
desire and fear that ends in death. 

Howe is a sharply observant writ- 
er with a comic, but dark, sensibility 
— the opening lines alone are practi- 
cally worth the price of admission. 
And having the short scenes clipped 
by blackouts and bridged by Will 
Knapp’s live slide guitar adds to our 
sense of forboding. But Wilma is too 
clear-eyed about her situation to be 
quite so vulnerable to Harlen’s 
smooth manipulation or quite so 
fearful of the world. | wanted more 
— Wilma is far too vivid a character 
to wind up a symbol of hopelessness.

BABY WITH THE BATHWATER 
“There is no right and wrong. Every- 
thing is permitted,” says Nanny, a 
sinister school-marm type who wan- 
ders in to the Dingleberry household 
and begins giving orders. In Baby 
with the Bathwater, Christopher 
Durang’s macabre absurdist play, 
such things are par for the course. 
The Shotgun Players’ revival, at La 
Val’s Subterranean, highlights the 
hysteria and anarchy in this tale that 
illustrates the frightening conse- 
quences of people in power. 

Helen (Judy Phillips) and John 
(Robert Bertozzi) are a couple of 
unpleasant, thoroughly incompetent 
new parents who have yet to name 
their child since they haven't yet cho- 
sen a sex for it. Karen Goldstein 
steals the show as Nanny, who 
seems to be summoned by the angel 
of child care to assist these unfit par- 
ents. But she turns out to be just as 
unstrung as everyone else, seducing 
the father, screaming at the child, 
and sleeping between Helen and 
John. 

The Shotgun Players’ spare stag- 
ing facilitates the mood of absur- 
dism, leaving rooom for Durang’s 
vividly bizarre imagery. The child, 
now called Daisy, grows up with a 
penchant for buses. (She hurls her- 
self under them.) Daisy grows up to 
be a relatively sane young manina 
dress. Yes, he’s a boy. Just one of the 
many things his parents got wrong. 
As Daisy, Richard Silberg provides his 
own perspective on his childhood, 
and it is indeed amusing to learn 
what the silent baby had been think- 
ing. Durang’s play seems to answer 
the question of exactly what type of 
people would throw the baby out 
with the bathwater.

WHERE T0 GO 


You need a basic idea of where 
you’re going before setting out for 
Open Studios. Here are some hints to 
ensure that you don’t end up in 
someone’s backyard by mistake. 

(1) Start at 934 Brannan, where 
SOMAR Gallery (the South of 
Market Cultural Center) is located. 
Hours are Tues.-Fri., noon-4 p.m.; 
Sat.-Sun., 10 a.m.-5 p.m. This is also 
the site of the Open Studios nerve 
center and the “Directory 
Exhibition” (through Nov. 15), in 
which each artist has a sample of his 
or her work displayed within a 20- 
inch-square of wall (or floor) space. 
Here you can get an idea of whom to 
visit and whom to avoid. If you’re 
one of those people who need a little 
nudge, docents and Muni representa- 
tives will be on hand to help you map 
out “an exciting self-guided audio 
tour.” 

(2) Pick up a copy of the Open 
Studios Directory. It’s available at 
SOMAR, all Real Food stores, 
Nordstrom on Market Street, as well 
as selected book stores, art galleries, 
and retail outlets throughout the Bay 
Area. It’s a handy reference guide 
that’s cross-indexed by artist’s 
name, the part of town the studio is 
located in (E, W, HP), and the 
artist’s primary medium. Each par- 
ticipating artist also has a small 
black-and-white photograph of a 
work above a brief declaration of 
purpose. Pick up the foldout map 
that pinpoints studio locations on an 
San Francisco street map. Unlike the 
Open Studios Directory (you might

Stone/Wino guitar god Keith Richards can still rip it up 


oo old to be a brat, too bratty to be a snob and too 

rich to face mundane obstacles, Keith Richards 

can, and does make his own rules. A subscriber to 
Bob Dylan’s dictum that “To live outside the law you 
must be honest,” he’s as.up front and unabashed as they 
come. Asked about his forthrightness with the press, he 
replies, “How could I possibly remember the lie I told 
somebody a month ago?” The impression Richards gives 
is of someone perfectly content to be who he is and do 
what he does with no evident regard for external 
judgements or objections. 

“One of the most encouraging things about working 
in music is that you don’t think about (people’s) 
differences. What you play and the way you're playing 
it is the only thing that counts. It’s very hard to 
comprehend that people have so much difficulty getting 
along out there, because with music it’s always so easy.” 
Referring to his triumvirate with guitarist Waddy 
Wachtel and drummer Steve Jordan, who form Richards’ 
band the X-pensive Winos, he says, “This is a funny line- 
up: the Jew, the black guy and the Anglo. We're a cross- 
section; it’s a great three-way street.” 

Richards new album Main Offender’s, (Virgin) main 
achievement is to shake off the stylistic disorder, 
uncertain songwriting and calamity of studio guests that 
made his first album, Talk Is Cheap, diffuse and patchy. 
“The first album was kind of a fishing expedition; we 
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Santé D'Orazio 


were just seeing what we could do. That's always 
been difficult, because you can’t create a style until 
you ve got one,” Richards said. 

What happened this time, in five studios on two 
coasts, was a focused, cohesive band album on which 
Richards’ unceremonious growl is transmuted into a 
controllable musical instrument—not a smooth croon 
mind you, but enough to satisfy the critics. 

From pulsing evocations of Exile On Main Street 
(the amazing “Eileen,” “Will But You Won’t”) to 
mellow Al Green romanticism (“Hate It When You 
Leave,” a beautiful gift for the Richards’ missus) to 
sexy dance grooves (“Bodytalks,” a duet with Sarah 
Dash), the album plays to the band’s strengths, 
shifting arrangements, the instrumental lineup and 
the drum sound to gear each song differently. On 
“Words of Wonder,” Richards plays bass, Charlie 
Drayton handles drums and Steve Jordan grabs a 
guitar. The well-realized goal was to get the feel down 
and let details like lyrics—which tend intentionally 
toward the vague and evocative rather than anything 
explicitly rational—fend for themselves. Sometimes 
the simplest, most obvious ingredients cook up 
SO sweet.

Dave Pirner is saying. “But now it’s more 

like an addiction. It would be very hard 
to kick.” 

Pirner’s talking about being hooked on 
Soul Asylum. It’s been more than a decade 
since he first got together with his 
Minneapolis chums, guitarist Daniel 
Murphy and bass player Karl Mueller, 
in punk-rock bands that “had a different 
name for every song.” They were Bore Me 
To Death, The 18th Floor Residents, and, 
most infamously, Loud, Fast Rules. They 
settled on Soul Asylum for 1983’s debut 
Twin/Tone EP, Say What You Will..., and 
drummer Grant Young had joined up by 
the torrid 1986 album Made to Be Broken, 
produced by then Hiisker Dii guitarist 
Bob Mould. 

Since then, it’s been more years of 
fighting the good fight than your average 
righteously principled band of ex-high 
school buddies in flannel and Chuck Taylor 
high tops could stand. Soul Asylum moved 
up to the big leagues with 1988’s Hang Time 
on A&M, toured endlessly, got called the 
“Best Live Band in Ametica” by the Village 
Voice, never underwent a personnel change,

* won’thave a film to go with it 
(another comic book should come 
out soon), but in every other way, 
the album’s marketing scheme is 
grandiose enough for pop royalty. 
Plans call for each of the album’s 18 
tracks to receive a video. Comics 
and videos alike will tell a “rock 
soap opera” about a star, his pursuit 
by a journalist (played in the videos 
and on the album by Kirstie Alley), 
and his involvement with a Middle 
Eastern princess (Mayte, Prince’s 
latest ingenue, said to be 18, a vir- 
gin, and “a classically trained balle- 
rina and bellydancer.” Art!). Future 
projects include scoring a James 
Brooks musical comedy and 
expanding “Thunder,” from Dia- 
monds and Pearls, into an 18- 
minute composition for the Joffrey 
Ballet. 

It’s a sign of the differences 
between the two that I don’t have to 
tell you what Madonna’s been up to, 
do I? 


PORTRAIT OF THE ARTISTS 


Prince is less a pop star than an artist 
who has made the attainment and 
total summation of pop stardom his 
project. From playing every instru- 
ment in any genre, to studio wiz- 
ardry, to clothing, sex, and body 
image, to videos and film, to effort- 
lessly manipulating the processes of 
celebrity so he can enter and leave at 
will, Prince has insisted on total 
mastery. He’s the Picasso of pop 
music, an incredibly gifted formalist 
capable of memorizing, absorbing, 
and then bending into his own signa- 
ture all styles that cross his path. 

The great virtue of Prince’s versa- 
tility is that he’ll never run out. 
Every year he releases a 75-minute 
album; there are enough B sides 
floating around to fill a box set (I 
can’t wait); sessions with the likes of 
Miles Davis await posterity. Warn- 
ers could sign Prince to a long-term 
deal, confident that well into the 
future there would be a core audi- 
ence of music fans eager to hear the 
development of the odd chord 
changes, harmonies, and tonal 
strokes that make up his raspberry 
beret funk. He also thoroughly 
demolishes the rock/R&B distinc- 
tion, going well beyond Spring- 
steen’s soul-man posturing. And the 
initials in “Sexy M.F.” aren’t just a 
device to get an obscene title into 
print; they play up the male/female 
dualisms running through Prince’s 
whole opus, as also seen in the new 
album’s title, where a male symbol 
meets a female symbol meets... a 
bugle. 

The price of this, however, is that 
nothing Prince can do feels social. 
All of it is the product of an obses- 
sive, monumental fantasy. As Lisa 
Jones revealed in the premier issue 
of Vibe, the interracial Minneapolis 
of Prince’s films was a total fiction; 
there hasn’t been a scene there like 
that since the jazzbo’s. We can, and 
should, admire Prince for taking the 
components of stardom to new aes- 
thetic peaks — a few more like him, 
and pop would get the respect jazz 
does. But he’s no role model, almost 
by definition, since his art precludes 
followers. And that has to reduce its 
impact. How many people talk about 
Prince? 





Now, Madonna is on everyone’s 
lips because she’s really Prince’s 
opposite, pursuing celebrity as an 
end in itself, a virtuoso at nothing. 
You always think Madonna will run 
out of stuff pretty soon. That’s meant 
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she’s had to take shrewd, monochro- 
matic positions, tweaking liberals 
early on as a “Boy Toy,” then mov- 
ing her image steadily toward the 
fringe. Prince’s music switches from 
shameless pop to off-putting solip- 
sism every other album. Madonna 
encases her radicalism in a state-of- 
the-art sugarcoat; the liner notes to 
her new record worriedly make sure 
you understand that “all surface 
noise on the song ‘Erotica’ has been 
included intentionally.” Prince gets 
ridiculed for everything but his 
music, while rock critics complain 
that no one ever pays attention to 
Madonna’s oft-brilliant disco — in 
truth the essence of the politics. 

Ironically, Madonna’s always 
known that, with rock no longer cen- 
tral in the culture, her only chance at 
teal celebrity influence was not to be 
identified primarily with her sound. 

Prince uses music to illuminate 
his world. Madonna uses the world 
to sell her music. That makes Prince 
sound nobler, but it’s actually 
Madonna’s materialism that brings 
her to earth and leads specific types 
of people to identify with her. A 
friend complained to me that the 
book Sex, which Madonna says 
should be seen as “a fantasy, a 
dream,” felt to her like it was put 
together by a focus group. I think 
that’s right, and that all of Madon- 
na’s dreams seem that way, but that 
this connection with the zeitgeist is 
the key to her power.

Sex pursues four powerful themes: 
S&M, sexual variation, celebrities, 
and Madonna’s pussy. Others have 
ridiculed the book’s text (“Honey 
poured from my 14-year-old gash 
and I wept”), but porn revolves 
around such banal stylizations. The 


tales (man/Madonna, woman/Ma- 
donna, salesgirl/shopper) got me 
going, and I appreciated the book’s 
closeness to specific subcultures: 
Madonna doesn’t just say she loves 
gay men, as Camille Paglia would; 
she takes you to her favorite gay 
tale strip club. And the modern 
primitive queers are perfectly 
wholesome. 

In Madonna’s enlightened view, 
pornography is simply a form of 
media to manipulate, another way 
of invading the private realm. Her 
much-ballyhooed, practically 
required book functions as what 
might be called vicarious porn. 
You wouldn’t watch it to be 
shocked and turned on, but to 
imagine that happening to the folks 
in middle America. 

There is no sense of a symbol 
exposed and demystified, like top- 
less Duchess Fergie, and maybe 
because of that there’s little sexual 
charge to the photographs, though 
some of the shots are stunning. It 
changes nothing to see Madonna 
naked, just fills in some blanks. 

Too bad Sex wasn’t called 
Pornography, to complete the classic 
dichotomy with Erotica; once again, 
Madonna’s music has grown to suf- 
fuse her pose with a subtlety and art 
otherwise lacking. This time, toa 
severe, quasi-tragic soft disco only 
the Pet Shop Boys have achieved 
before, she’s a belligerent dominatrix 
— your clue is the “like a truck” line 
in “Erotica,” a nice update on the vir- 
gins and prayers of old. David 
Bowie’s poses were never so con- 
vincing. Of course, this is why 

Madonna infuriates some: One is 
drawn in, forced to keep consuming 
(videos, personal columns) to witness 
the stance developed further, as the 
otherwise impenetrable “Erotica” 
video makes a perfect epilogue to Sex. 

Prince is easier to enjoy, though 
far more difficult to follow. The 
videos are all flash and reference: In 
the commercial for the album, Prince 
actually appropriates elements of 
Orson Welles’ trailer for Citizen 
Kane; “Sexy M.F.” introduces the 
Weirdly Bearded One’s new Penis 
Gun, a microphone in the shape of a 
phaser; and “My Name Is Prince” 
features the star in a veil, claiming to 
incite urban riot (with an egotistical 
indifference, worthy of Ministry, to 
the political implications). And, as 
always, the music devours every- 
thing in its path, from the “Humpty 
Dance” bass of “My Name Is” to 
reggae in “Blue Light” to the techno 
(!) shadings of “Melt With U.” So 
many elements are overlaid — not 
just musical, either; Prince plays 
skillfully with the moods and pos- 
tures that accompany different 
sounds — that you get lost in all the 
elements, some of which are really 
bizarre. (I mean, what’s with the 
Barbarella theme?) Promoting * 
with holographs makes perfect 
sense. Shut the record off and the 
whole thing vanishes. 

Prince and Madonna are fascinat- 
ing for reasons that go beyond any 
album or momentary project. Each 
has made the possibilities that star- 
dom opens up or conceals the center 
of his or her art, yet taken that insight 
in fundamentally opposite direc- 
tions. You'll reach your own aesthet- 
ic judgments about their latest frol- 
ics. But we might as well enjoy the 
grandeur of their self-invention for 
as long as it lasts. @

KEITH RICHARDS ¢ MAIN 
OFFENDER (VIRGIN) 

Been along time that they’ve 
rocked and rolled. As the eldest 
approach 50, baby boomers raised 
on rock can’t help finding the 
music's historic youthfulness 
increasingly irrelevant. Taught by 
the British invasion to let rock 
define essential components of 
their identity, most white Ameri- 
cans gave scruffy R&B—based 
purism a monopoly on “relevance” 
and “honesty.” Which is why Keith 
Richards matters. After the death 
of John Lennon and as the other 
Stones have escaped into jazz, the 
art world, self-parody, and 
pedophilia, he’s the only leading 
rocker of his generation making 
music that keeps the faith while 
articulating adult concerns. 

Such is the iconic power of 
“Keef” — not just to younger 
musicians but also to the legions of 
fans for whom he signifies the ‘60s 
as much as do Nehru jackets — 
that both of his solo albums, as 
well as his new biography, merely 
plaster his face and ever-present 
cigarette on their covers. That rav- 
aged face, bespeaking a life of dis- 
sipation survived, offers the guilt- 
ridden middle managers who pur- 
chase it the promise that “making 
it” (the album’s first words) with 
ideals more or less intact is still pos- 
sible. 

His admirer Camille Paglia 
thinks Richards is the last refuge of 
the ‘60s Dionysian excess, but in 
fact the pleasures of his music 
these days are almost completely 
Apollonian. Like a great jazz singer, 
he distills the wisdom of experience 
into a modest, casual, and relaxed 
album that sounds tossed off until 
you notice how well it all coheres, 
even the reggae number and bal- 
lads. With nothing left to prove, 
he’s the rock equivalent of Tony 
Bennett, an old pro still surprising 
his audience by working subtle 
variations on a well-trodden style 
whose precepts he adheres to with 
evangelical fervor. 

Richards is astoundingly self- 
effacing for a famous guitarist, 
restricting his trademark astringent 
riffs to where they disappear com- 
pletely on some songs. He seems 
more comfortable now with his 
own voice than on Talk Is Cheap. 
There, co-lead vocals and multi- 
tracking connoted a lack of self- 
confidence; here, Richards relies on 
his strangled croon, which still has 
trouble getting words out, but fits 
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these restrained songs perfectly. 
Rarely rewing past medium tem- 
po, reflective rather than cathar- 
tic, they impart fragments of self- 
knowledge and hints of mortali- 
ty. ’A little bit is missing / Won- 
der where it’s gone / Pay me no 
attention /| babble on and on,” 
he puns in the reggae “Words of 
Wonder.” “Bodytalks” sounds 
detached, as if the star can enjoy 
ogling a passing beauty without 
needing (or wanting) to go any 
further. 

Well past the day when he has 
to turn his head until the dark- 
ness goes, Keith Richards shows 
us that pop music is more than 
just youth culture. As rock's 
classiest foreign statesman, he 
proves that it can still sum up the 
U.S.A., even now that the 
nation’s largest organization is 
the American Association of 
Retired People.

MEAT BEAT ¢ MANIFESTO 
SATYRICON (MUTE/ELEKTRA) 
This might be the strongest indus- 
trial album of the year, and all | 
can think to call it is feel-good and 
gentle! The 10-song/snippet 
opening of this album, a 42- 
minute suite that starts with “Pot 
Sounds” and ends in “Euthana- 
sia,” may be a joke about music as 
mind-control soothing the savage 
breast — hence, the title — but | 
don’t see the need for self-depre- 
ciation: This is as accomplished 
and seductive as | can recall this 
genre ever getting. Nothing col- 
lides in the name of brute anger 
or Tackhead rant: Rap, punk, dub, 
Depeche Mode melody, funk, 
techno, ambient spacings, and 
blunt political sound clips dance 
against one another in an expert 
balance of hard and soft. Terse 
lyrics (three to eight syllables a 
line) like “There's no single dispo- 
sition /on the planet / just the 
colours that collide” are perfect 
background, evoking the braniac 
flashes of dance-floor conscious- 
ness. Maybe some of them are 
ironic; who really cares? 

The rest of the album is more 
conventional, the usual barrage 
of noise and pseudo-Left political | 
sloganeering (right, the answer 
to “a culture permeated on dom- 
indnce and oppression” is a song 
that chants “Il am the Son of Sam 
|am|am” 20 times a chorus — 
and Too Much Joy beat you to 
that joke, fellas). All| can say is, if 


you're open to finding genuine musi- 
cal innovation wherever it occurs, this 
album shouldn't be missed. Oh, and 
hey: did those rave-y/techno noises 
ultimately originate with the whirling 
noises made by those monster com- 
puter banks in cheesy British sci-fi 
shows?

GERARDO ® GERARDO DOS (|NTER- 
SCOPE) 

Flipping channels around, suddenly 
there’s Gerardo on Channel 14 per- 
forming "Ven Michu Michu” for a TV 
studio audience, pushing power out in 
lightning Spanish rap. He's got two 
homeboy harmonizers in his crew, in 
baseball caps and Indian ponytails like 
his own, posing coolly in huge baggy 
hip hop suits. There’s two scantily clad 
fly girls jerking and sweating. Gerardo, 
bare-chested because the flap of his 
denim overalls is down, displays his 
buff like Marky Mark, his motorcycle 
jacket emblazoned with Asian icons 
helping make him sweaty. No way in 
heaven or hell or in between anyone's 
going to come in here and change the 
channel. I'll slap them upside the head 
and if they die, I’m sorry, but it’s Ger- 
ardo. 

Commercial break, and Gerardo’s 
sitting on a celebrity panel of judges 
for a Latina model contest. He’s smil- 
ing and chatting, looking as if he’s try- 
ing hard to respect what he’s doing. 
There's six models in swimsuits com- 
peting. One of them makes Paula 
Abdul look frail. The winner ends up 
being the skinniest girl in the freakiest 
suit. 

Gerardo Dos, the eloquent 
Ecuadorian rapper's second album, 
opens with a phone message from 
Marky Mark about a girl with a big 
butt. “Here Kitty Kitty,” the English 
version of “Ven Michu Michu,” has 
stinging lyrics that don’t come across 
quite so in the Spanish version when 
it’s not your first language. The beats 
slam evil and addictive like an NWA 
track, and the video especially, with an 
exhibition of violent models in sexy 
catwoman suits, will offend feminists, 
vegetarians, and animal rights advo- 
cates. Gerardo is irresistibly playful 
and sensual, like Mick Jagger doing 
“Stray Cat Blues.” 

Agentle, sympathetic pro-life song 
is “Deja Me Nacer” (Let Me Be Born). 
But “Pepe (Bust a Cap On ‘em)” is pro- 
condom use, told macho like a base- 
ball game. Gerardo is too fly, too shy, 
too much twinkle in his eye, too much 
obsessed with my booty. May be that, 
as the song says, “It’s a Latin thang.”

DEMO TAPE (! THE WEEK 


ENDANGERED SPECIES 


NE OF THE most radically 

original demo tapes I’ve 
everrunacross, Endangered 

Species’ seven-song offer- 

ing isnamed “What Grandma Told Me” 
forareason. In the words of group vocal- 
ist/songwriter Sebastian Craig, the 
music is meant to be “a tribute to matri- 
archy,” an appreciation of the wisdom 
and inspiration that both Craig and gui- 
tarist Mark French have gleaned from 
their African American grandmothers. 
Framed as an informal exchange 
between friends and relatives, the tape 
is distinctive in the manner of, say, 
Charles Burnett’s film To Sleep with 
Anger. The in-song commentary on 
false promises (“Open Fire”), facing 


one’s fears (“I Give You Back”), and 
fending off creditors (“Jail My Body”), 
as well as the between-song dialogue 
on first love and making gumbo, all 
flow together under a common theme: 
The timeless struggle to find physical 
and spiritual well-being amid the ever- 
changing obstacles of daily life. 

The casual lyricism of the words — 
pulled in various directions by Craig’s 
soulful note-bending inflections — as 
wellas the comfortably moody arrange- 
ment of acoustic guitar, above-ground 
percussion, and fretless bass come from 
somewhere beyond the pop-music fold. 
Influences are hard to peg unless you 
trust the fleeting apparitions that pop up 
inside this verse or that riff. (Was that 
Leonard Cohen or Robert Johnson, the 
Last Poets or Paul Cebar?) 


Really what makes the music attrac- 
tive is not anything so tangible as nice 
chops or clever insight but the atmo- 
spheric conditions under which each 
song unfolds. Whether it’s pitter-pat- 
tering congas, twangy guitar, and faint 
background voices underscoring the 
warmth of a party among friends 
(“Couscous”) or anxious drum swells 
and a shuddering cello mimicking the 
thythms of lovemaking (“The Flea 
Song”), Endangered Species seem less 
concemed with making music than 
with capturing the music already inher- 
ent in human interaction.

T’S A PERFECT DAY for the Jayhawks. I’m three cups of coffee 
into my Saturday, staring out the window at the gray, cloudy 
sky, listening over and over to a band that makes me home- 
sick for the crisp chill of a Midwestern November afternoon. The 
kind of afternoon that makes you drink coffee and stare at the 

sky, reclining into a day of melancholy. : 

The Jayhawks’ new label, Def American, has finally, after © 

several delays — and after the Jayhawks took time to back their 
friend Joe Henry on his brilliantnew record, Short Man’s Room 
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— released the Minneapolis band’s third album, Hollywood 
Town Hall. This week the band plays a couple of dates opening 
for the Black Crowes — Concord Pavilion Nov. 1; San Jose 
State Event Center Nov. 2 (510-762-BASS) — that are as close 
to.a Bay Area appearance I know about since I first heard them 
in 1989, the year Twin/Tone released their second LP, Blue 
Earth (their self-titled 1985 debut was on Bunkhouse). 

What hooked me into Blue Earth was the lonely tone that lay 
in the balance between words and music. It was close to being 
true country-rock, but still it meandered along its own dirt path 
through the world of American music — country, soul, Gram 
Parsons, Neil Young. The songs take their time, as if the band 
had to first find the map, then jerry-rig the carburetor of the van, 
making it another thousand miles or so before someone fell in 
(or out of) love, or they ran out of gas money and had to pawn 
a few belongings. That’s OK, because they felt like stopping any- 
way to check out the scenery, have a cup of coffee, maybe even 
spend the night in a backwater motel.

Along the way we get lyrical observations from vocalists 
Mark Olson and Gary Louris that could fill an encyclopedia.

Transit Engineer Surprises Incumbent 


NASH MAKES RACE FOR 
BART BOARD DIRECTOR CLOSE 


San Francisco environmentalist Andy Nash has 
surprised many political commentators by running a 
close race with incumbent BART Board director 
mike bernick. 

Nash, the President of San Francisco Tomorrow, 
captured the endorsements of the leading environ- 
mental groups including the Sierra Club, the San 
Francisco Green Party, League of Conservation Vo- 
ters and San Francisco Tomorrow. 

He also received the endorsements from neighbor- 
hood democratic clubs in the Sunset, the Richmond 
and Bayview/Hunter’s Point as well as the Arts 
Democratic Club. 

Former mayors Art Agnos and Joseph Alioto, Sr. 
joined Board of Supervisors President Kevin Shelley, 
Supervisors Terence Hallinan and Jim Gonzalez in 
supporting his candidacy. Sue Bierman and Jose 
Medina have also endorsed Nash’s run to bring San 





Francisco’s interests to the BART Board. mike ber- 
nick, the incumbent, has been endorsed by State 
Senator Quentin Kopp. 

Nash said, ‘‘I am proud to carry the progressive. 
democratic banner in this BART Board.race. San 
Francisco’s interests are ignored by the present BART 
Board. While we need connection of CalTrain to the 
Transbay terminal, while over 50,000 people every 
day travel the Geary corridor, the incumbent cares 
only about extending BART in the East Bay to pick 
up an additional 6000 riders per day. BART doesn’t 
even know San Francisco exists. This is clearly the 
failure of our present representative.” 

Nash concluded, ‘The incumbent will out-spend me 
in the closing days of the campaign with glossy, high- 
priced mailers. However, our campaign’s grassroots 
effort will overcome that slight advantage.”

PASSENGER TAX FOR MORE 
INCONVENIENT TRIP TO SFO 


Quentin Kopp and mike bernick have joined toge- 
ther to force BART ‘into the airport’ at a higher cost. 
The Plan as proposed by them would be paid for in 
major part by a Passenger tax on each airline ticket 
out of San Francisco Airport. 

In addition, this option, not preferred by transit 
experts, would cost anywhere from $300 to $500 mil- 
lion dollars more than the plan supported by Trans- 
portation engineers including Andy Nash. 

Nash said, ‘Of course we need BART to the air- 
port. However, the Kopp/bernick Plan doesn’t make

sense for San Francisco. Over 84% of the people using 
the system will be greatly inconvenienced by their 
overpriced option. The current airport plans for con- 
necting an automated light rail transit system to 
BART. This will be far more convenient to the air- 
line passenger as it will stop at every terminal every 
two minutes and not just one out of the way BART 
station.” 

“BART needs a ditetar who can ask the right 
questions,’ Nash continued, ‘‘and understand the 
answers given by staff.”

To partially fund 
the center, Bernick said he solicits donations from 
these firms, and in turn, draws an annual salary 
of $36,000 from it.
